THE RATIFICATION OF 
THE BOOK OF COMMON PRAYER.

By the Bishops, the Clergy, and the Laity of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in the United States of America, in Convention, 
this Sixteenth Day of October, in the Year of our Lord one 
thousand seven hundred and eighty-nine. | 


This Convention having, in their present session, set forth 
A Book of Common Prayer, and Administration of the Sacra- 
ments, and other Rites and Ceremonies of the Church, do hereby 
establish the said Book: And they declare it to be the 
Liturgy of-this Church: And require that it be received as 
such by all the members of the same: And this Book shall 
be in use from and after the First Day of October, in the 
Year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and ninety. 


PREFACE, 
Fn 


Tt is a most invaluable part of that blessed liberty wherewith 
OnrisD hath made us free, that in bis worship different forms 
and usages may without offence be allowed, provided the substance 
of the Faith be kept entire; and that, in every Church, what cannot 
be clearly determined to belong to Doctrine must be referred to 
Discipline; and therefore, by common consent and authority, ma: 
be altered, abridged, enlarged, amended, or otherwise disposed of, 
as May seem most convenient for the edification of the people, 
“according to the various exigencies of times and occasions.”’ 


The Church of England, to which the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in these States is indebted, under Gop, for her first foundation and 
a long continuance of nursing care and protection, hath, in the 
Preface of her Book of Common Prayer, laid it down as a rule, 
that ‘‘The particular forms of Divine Worship, and the Rites and 
Ceremonies appointed to be used therein, being things in their own 
nature indifferent and alterable, and so acknowledged, it is but 
reasonable that upon weighty and important considerations, accord- 
ing to the various exigencies of times and occasions, such changes 
and alterations should be made therein, as to those who are in 
place of authority should, from time to time, seem either necessary 
or expedient.” 


The same Church hath not only in her Preface, but likewise in 
her Articles and Homilies, declared the necessity and expediency of 
occasional alterations and amendments in her Forms of Public 
Worship; and we find accordingly, that, seeking to “‘keep the happy 
mean between too much stiffness in refusing, and too much easiness 
in admitting variations in things once advisedly established, she 
hath, in the reign of several Princes, since the first compiling of 
her Liturgy in the time of Edward the Sixth, upon just and weighty 
considerations her thereunto moving, yielded to make such altera- 
tions in some particulars, as in their respective times were thought 
convenient; yet so as that the main body and essential parts of the 
same (as well in the chiefest materials, as in the frame and order 
thereof) have still been continued firm and unshaken.”’ 


Her general aim in these different reviews and alterations hath 
been, as she further declares in her said Preface, ‘‘to do that 
which, according to her best understanding, might most tend to 
the preservation of peace and unity in the Church; the procuring 
of reverence, and the exciting of piety and devotion in the worship 
of Gop; and, finally, the cutting off occasion, from them that seek 
occasion, of cavil or quarrel against her Liturgy.” And although, 
according to her judgment, there be not “any thing in it contrary to 
the Word of Gop, or to sound doctrine, or which a godly man may not 
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with a good conscience use and submit unto, or which is not fairly 
defensible, if allowed such just and favourable construction as in 
common equity ought to be allowed to all human writings’’; yet 
upon the principles already laid down, it cannot but be supposed . 
that further alterations would in time be found expedient. Accord- 
ingly, a commission for a review was issued in the year 1689: but 
this great and good work miscarried at that time; and the Civil 
Authority has not since thought proper to revive it by any new 
commission. 


But when in the course of Divine Providence, these American 
States became independent with respect to civil government, their 
ecclesiastical independence was necessarily included; and the dif- 
ferent religious denominations of Christians in these States were 
left at full and equal liberty to model and organize their respective 
Churches, and forms of worship, and discipline, in such manner as 
they might judge most convenient for their future prosperity ; 
consistently with the constitution and laws of their country. 


The attention of this Church was in the first place drawn to those 
alterations in the Liturgy which became necessary in the prayers 
for our Civil Rulers, in consequence of the Revolution. And the 
principal care herein was to make them conformable to what ought 
to be the proper end of all such prayers, namely, that “‘ Rulers may 
have grace, wisdom, and understanding to execute justice, and to 
maintain truth’; and that the people “may lead quiet and peace- 
able lives, in all godliness and honesty.” 


But while these alterations were in review before the Convention, 
they could not but, with gratitude to Gop, embrace the happy 
occasion which was offered to them (uninfluenced and unrestrained 
by any worldly authority whatsoever) to take a further review of the 
Public Service, and to establish such other alterations and amend- 
ments therein as might be deemed expedient. 


It seems unnecessary to enumerate all the different alterations 
and amendments. They will appear, and it is to be hoped, the 
reasons of them also, upon a comparison of this with the Book of 
Common Prayer of the Church of England. In which it will also 
appear that this Church is far from intending to depart from the 
Church of England in any essential point of doctrine, discipline, or 
worship; or further than local circumstances require. 


And now, this important work being brought to a conclusion, it 
is hoped the whole will be received and examined by every true 
member of our Church, and every sincere Christian, with a meek, 
candid, and charitable frame of mind; without prejudice or pre- 
possessions; seriously considering what Christianity is, and what 
the truths of the Gospel are; and earnestly beseeching Almighty 
Gop to accompany with his blessing every endeavour for promul- 
gating them to mankind in the clearest, plainest, most affectin: 
and majestic manner, for the sake of Jesus Curis, our blesse: 
Lord and Saviour. 
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Concerning the Service of the Church. 


ise Order for Morning Prayer, the Litany, and the Order for the Adminis- 
tration of the Lord’s Supper or Holy Communion, are distinct Services, and 
Hee be used either separately or together; Provided, that no one of these Services 
be habitually disused. 


The Litany may be used either in place of the Prayers that follow the Prayer 
Sor The President of the United Stutes in the Order for Morning Prayer, or in 

lace of the Prayers that follow the Collect for Aid against Perils in the Order 
tor Eyening Prayer, 


On any day when Morning and Evening Prayer shall have been said or are to 
be said in Church, the Minister may, at any other Service for which no form is 
provided, use such devotions as he shall at his discretion select from this Book, 
subject to the direction of the Ordinary. 


For Days of Fasting and Thanksgiving, appointed by the Civil or by the Eccle- 
siastical Authority, and for other special occasions for which no Service or Prayer 
hath been provided in this Book, the Bishop may set forth such Form or Forms 
as he shail think fit, in which case none other shall be used. 


THE ORDER 
HOW THE PSALTER IS APPOINTED TO BE READ. 


ee Psalter shall be read through once every month, as it is there appointed, 
both for Morning and for Evening Prayer. And whenamonth hath one-and- 
thirty days, it is ordered that the same Psalms shall be read on the last day of the 
said month which are appointed for the day before. 


The Minister shall, on the days for which they are appointed, use the Proper 
Psalms, as set forth in the Table of Proper Psalms. But Note, That, on other 
days, instead of reading from the Psaiter as divided for Daily Morning and Evening 
Prayer, he may read one of the Selections set out by this Church.

And to know what Lessons shall be read every day, look for the day of the month 
in the Calendar following. and there ye shall find the Chapters that shall.be read 
for the Lessons both at Morning and at Evening Prayer; except only the Movable 
Holy-days, which are not in the Calendar; and the Immovable, where there is a 
blank Jeft in the column of Lessons; the Proper Lessons for all which days are 
to be found in the Table of Proper Lessons. 


Tf in any Church, upon a Sunday or Holy-day, both Morning and Fvening Praver 
be not said, the Minister may read the Lessons appointed either for Morning or for 
Evening Prayer. 

At Evening Prayer on Sunday. the Minister may read the Lesson from the 
Scenes appointed for that day of the month, in place of the Second Lesson for the 

unday. 

pon any day for which no Proper Lessons are provided, the Lessons appointed 
in the Calendar for any day in the same week may be read in place of the Lessons 
for the day, 

On Days of Fasting and Thanksgiving, especially appointed, and on occasions of 


Ecclesiastical Conventions and of Charitable Collections, the Minister may appoint 
stich Lessons as he shall think fit in his discretion.

In addition to the above, the first Thursday in November (or, if as other day be 
appointed by the Civil Authority, then such day) shall be observed as a Day of 
Thanksgiving to Almighty God, for the Fruits of the Earth, and all other Blessings 
of his merciful Providence. 
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HE Numbers, prefixed to the several Days, in the foregoing Calendar, between 
the twenty-first Day of March and the eighteenth Day of April, both inclusive, 
denote the Days upon which those Full Moons do fall, which happen upon or next 
after the twenty-first Day of March, in those Years of which they are respectively 
the Golden Numbers; and the Sunday Letter next following any such Full Moon 
points out Easter-day for that Year, Ali which holds until the Year of our Lord 
2199 inclusive ; after which Year, the places of these Golden Numbers will be to be 
changed, as is hereafter expressed. 

To find Easter-day, look in the first column of the Calendar, between the twenti- 
eth Day of March and the nineteenth Day of April, for the Golden Number of the 
Year, against which stands the Day of the Paschal Full Moon. Then look in the 
third column for the Sunday Letter next after the Day of the Full Moon; and the 
Day of the Month standing against that Sunday Letter is Easter-day. If the Full 
Moon happen upon a Sunday, then (according to the first rule) the next Sunday 
after is Easter-day. 

To find the Golden Number, or Prime, add 1 to the Year of our Lord, and then 
divide by 19; the remainder, if any, is the Golden Number ; but if nothing remain, 
then 19 is the Golden Number. 

To find the Dominical or Sunday Letter, and the places of the Golden Numbers in 
the Calendar, see the General Tables which follow.

O find the Days to which the Golden Numbers ought to be prefixed in the Calendar 

in any given Year of our Lord, consisting of entire Hundred Years, and in all 

the intermediate Years betwixt that and the next Hundredth Year following, look 

in the first column of this Table for the given Year, consisting of entire Hundreds, 

and against it, under each Golden Number, you will find the Day of the Month to 

which that Golden Number ought to be prefixed in the Calendar, during that period 

of One Hundred Years: and if the number of the Day be greater than 20, it isa Day 

of March; but if it be less than 20, it is a Day of April, 

The asterisk, affixed to certain Hundredth Years, denotes those Years which are 

still to be accounted Bissextile or Leap-years in the new Calendar; whereas all the 
other Hundredth Years are to be accounted only common Years.

For the promise, that he shoul 
be the heir of the world, was not to Abraham, or to 
his seed, through the law, but through the righteous- 
ness of faith. For if they which are of the law be 
heirs, faith is made void, and the promise made of 
none effect.

AD it came to pass, as the angels were gone away 
from them into heaven, the shepherds said one 
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to another, Let us now go even unto Bethlehem, 
and see this thing which is come to pass, which the 
lord hath made known unto us. And they came 
with haste, and found Mary, and Joseph, and the 
babe lying in a manger.

Im- 
mediately after the tribulation of thosedays shall the 
sun be darkened, and the moon shall not give her 
light, and the stars shall fall from heaven, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be shaken; and then 
shall appear the sign of the Son of man in heaven: 
and then shall all the tribes of the earth mourn, and 
they shall see the Son of man coming in the clouds 
ot heaven with power and great glory. . And he shall 
send his angels with a great sound of a trumpet, and 
they shall gather together his elect from the four 
winds, from .one end of heaven to the other.

But when the first 
came, they supposed that they should have received 
more; and they likewise received every man a penny, 
And when they had received it, they murmured 
against the goodman of the house, saying, These last 
have wrought but one hour, and thou hast made 
them equal unto us, which have borne the burden 
and heat of the day. But he answered one of them, 
and said, Fnend, 1 do thee no wrong: didst not thou 
agree with me forapenny? Take that thine is, and 
go thy way: I will give unto this last, even as unto 
thee. Is it not lawful for me todo what I will with 
mine own? Isthine eye evil, because I am good? So 
the last shall be first, and the first last: for many be 
called, but few chosen.

Are they Hebrews P 
soam I. Arethey Israelites? soam I. Are they the 
seed of Abraham? soam I. Are they ministers of 
Christ P (I speak as a fool) Iam more; in labours 
nore abundant, in stripes above measure, in prisons 
nore frequent, in deaths oft. Ofthe Jews five times 
seceived I forty stripes save one. Thrice was I 
beaten with rods, once was I stoned, thrice I suffered 
shipwreck, a night and a day I have been in the deep; 
in Journeyings often, in perils of waters, in perils of 
robbers, in perils by mine own countrymen, in perils 
by the ost, in perils in the city, in perils in the 
wilderness, in perils in the sea, in perils among false 
brethren; im weariness and painfulness, in watchings 
often, im hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in cold 
and nakedness. Beside those things that are with- 
out, that which cometh upon me daily, the care of all 
the churches. Who is weak, and 1 am not weak P 
who is offended, and I burn not? If I must needs 
glory, I will glory of the things which concern mine 
infirmities. ‘The God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, which is blessed for evermore, knoweth that I 
le not.

They on the 
rock are they, which, when they hear, receive the 
word with joy; and these have no root, which for a 
while believe, and in time of temptation fall away. 
And that which fell among thorns are they, which, 
when they have heard, go forth, and are choked with 
cares and riches and pleasures of this life, and bring 
nofruittoperfection. Butthatonthe good groundare 
they, whichin an honestand good heart, having heard 
the word, keep it, and bring forth fruit with patience.

J® SUS was casting out a devil, and it was dumb. 
And it came to pass, when the devil was gone 
out, the dumb spake; and the people wondered. But 
some of them said, He casteth out devils through 
Beelzebub the chief of the devils. And others,tempt- 
ing him, sought of him a sign from heaven. But he, 
knowing their thoughts, said unto them, Every king- 
dom divided against itself is brought to desolation ; 
and a house divided against a house falleth. If Satan 
also be divided against himself, how shall his king- 
dom stand? because ye say that I cast out devils 
through Beelzebub. And if I by Beelzebub cast out 
devils, by whom do your sons cast them out? there- 
fore shall they be your judges. But if I with the 
finger of God cast out devils, no doubt the kingdom 
of God is come upon you. When a strong man 
armed keepeth his palace, his goods are in peace: but 
when a stronger than he shall come upon him, and 
overcome him, he taketh from him all his armour 
wherein he trusted, and divideth his spoils. Hethat 
is not with me is against me: and he that gathereth 
not with me scattereth. When the unclean spirit is 
gone out of a man, he walketh through dry places, 
seeking rest; and finding none, he caitis IT will return 
unto my house whence I came out. And when he 
cometh, he findeth it swept and garnished. Then 
goeth he, and taketh to him seven other spirits more 
wicked than himself; and they enter in, and dwell 
there: and the last state of that man is worse than 
the first. And it came to pass, as he spake these 


things, a certain woman of the company lifted up her 


voice, and said unto him, Blessed 1s the womb that 
bare thee, and the paps which thou hast sucked. But 
he said, Yea rather, blessed are they that hear the 
word of God, and keep it.

ELL me, ye that desire to be under the law, do 

ye not hear the law? For it is written, that 
Abraham had two sons, the one by a bondmaid, the 
other by afreewoman. But he who was of the bond- 
woman was born after the flesh; but he of the free- 
woman was by promise. Which things are an alle- 
gory: for these are the two covenants; the one from 
the mount Sinai, which gendereth to bondage, which 
is Agar. For this Agar is mount Sinai in Arabia, 
and answereth to Jerusalem which now is, and is in 
bondage with her children. But Jerusalem which is 
above is free, which is the mother of usall. Foritis 
written, Rejoice, thou barren that bearest not; break 
forth and cry, thou that travailest not: for the deso- 
late hath many more children than she which hath an 
husband. Now we, brethren, as Isaac was, are the 
children of promise. But as then he that was born 
after the flesh persecuted him that was born after the 
Spirit, even so it is now. Nevertheless what saith 
the scripture? Cast out the bondwoman and her son: 
for the son of the bondwoman shall not be heir with 
the son of the freewoman. So then, brethren, we 
are not children of the bondwoman, but of the free.

ESUS went over the sea of Galilee, which is the 
sea of Tiberias. And a great multitude followed

him, because they saw his miracles which he did on 
them that were diseased. And Jesus went up into a 
mountain, and there he sat with his disciples. And 
the passover, a feast of the Jews, was nigh. When 
Jesus then lifted up his eyes, and saw a great com- 
pany come unto him, he saith unto Philip, Whence 
shall we buy bread, that these may eat? And this 
he said to prove him: for he himself knew what he 
woulddo. Philip answered him, Two hundred penny- 
worth of bread 1s not sufficient for them, that every 
one of them may take a little. One of his disciples, 
Andrew,Simon Peter’s brother, saith unto him,There 
is a lad here, which hath five barley loaves, and two 
small fishes: but what are they among so many? 
And Jesus said, Make the men sit down. Now there 
was much grass in the place. So the men sat down, 
in number about five thousand. And Jesus took the 
loaves; and when he had given thanks, he distributed 
to the disciples, and the disciples to them that were 
set down; and likewise of the fishes as much as they 
would. ,When they were filled, he said unto his dis- 
ciples, Gather up the fragments that remain, that 
nothing be lost. Therefore they gathered them to- 
gether, and filled twelve baskets with the fragments 
of the five barley loaves, which remained. over and 
above unto them that had eaten. Then those men, 
when they had seen the miracle that Jesus did, said, 
This is of a truth that prophet that should come into 
the world.

For if 
the blood of bulls and of goats, and the ashes of an 
heifer sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to the puri- 
fying of the flesh: how much more shall the blood of 
hrist, who through the eternal Spirit offered him- 
self without spot to God, purge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God? And for this 
cause he is the mediator of the new testament, that 
by means of death, for the redemption of the trans- 
gressions that were under the first testament, they 
which are called might receive the promise of eternal 
inheritance. 


The Gospel. St. John viii. 46. 

A hehe said, Which of you convinceth me of sin ? 

And if I say the truth, why do ye not believe me P 
He that is of God heareth God’s words: ye therefore 
hear them not, because ye are not of God. Then an- 
swered the Jews, and said unto him, Say we not well 
that thou art a Samaritan, and hasta devil? Jesus 
answered, I have not a devil; but I honour my 
Father, and ye do dishonour me. And I seek not 
mine own glory: there is one that seeketh and judg- 
eth. Verily, verily, I say unto you, If a man keep 
my saying, he shall never see death. Then said the 
Jews unto him, Now we know that thou hast a devil. 
Abraham is dead, and the prophets ; and thou sayest, 
If a man keep my saying, he shall never taste of 
death. Art hon greater than our father Abraham, 
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which is dead? and the prophets are dead: whom 
makest thou thyself? Jesus answered, If 1 honour 
myself, my honour is nothing: it is my Father that 
honoureth me ; of whom ye say, that he is your God:

HEN the morning was come, all the chief priests 

‘and elders of the people took counsel against 
Jesus to put him to death: and when they had bound 
him, they led him away, and delivered him to Pontius 
Pilate the governor. Then Judas, which had be- 
trayed him, when he saw that he was condemned, 
repented himself, and brought again the thirty pieces 
of silver to the chief priests and elders, saying, | have 
sinned in that I have betrayed the innocent blood. 
And they said, What is that to us? see thou to that. 
And he cast down the pieces of silverin the temple, 
and departed, and went and hanged himself. And 
the chief priests took the silver pieces, and said, It is 
not lawfulfor to put them into the treasury, because 
it is the price of blood. And they took counsel, and 
bought with them the potter’s field, to bury strangers 
in. Wherefore that field was called, The field of blood, 
unto this day. Then was fulfilled that which was 
a Gan by Jeremy the prophet, saying, And they took 
the thirty pieces of silver, the price of him that was 
valued,whom they of the children of Israel did value; 
and gave them for the potter’s field, as the Lord 
appointed me. And Jesus stood before the governor: 
and the governor asked him, saying, Art thou the 
King of fie Jews? And Jesus said unto him, Thou 
sayest. And when he was accused of the chief priests 
and elders, he answered nothing. Then said Pilate 
unto him, Hearest thou not how many things they 
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witness against theeP And he answered him to 
never a word; insomuch that the governor marvelled 
greatly. Now at that feast the governor was wont 
to release unto the people a prisoner, whom they 
would. And they had then a notable prisoner, called 
Barabbas. Therefore when they were gathered to- 
gether, Pilate said unto them, Whom will ye that I 
release unto you? Barabbas, or Jesus which is called 
Christ P For he knew that for envy they had deliy- 
ered him. When he was set down on the judgment 
seat, his wife sent unto him, saying, Have thou no- 
thing to do with that just man: for I have suffered 
many things this day in a dream because of him. 
Butthe chief priests and elders persuaded the multi- 
tude that they should ask Barabbas, and destroy 
Jesus. The governor answered and said unto them, 
Whether of the twain will ye that I release unto you? 
They said, Barabbas. Pilate saith untothem, What 
shall I do then with Jesus which is called Christ ? 
They all say unto him, Let him be crucified, And 
the governor said, Why, what evil hath he done? But 
they cried out the more, saying, Let him be crucified. 
When Pilate saw that he could prevail nothing, but 
that rather a tumult was made, he took water, and 
washed his hands before the multitude, saying, [am 
innocent of the blood of this just person: see ye to it. 
Then answered all the people, and said, His blood be 
onus, and onourchildren. Then released he Barab- 
bas unto them: and when he had scourged Jesus, he 
delivered him to be crucified. Then the soldiers of 
the governor took Jesus into the common hall, and 
gathered unto him the whole band of soldiers. And 
they stripped him, and put on him a scarlet robe. 
And when they had platted a crown of thorns, they 
put it upon his head, and a reed in his nght hand: 
and they bowed the knee before him, and mocked 
him, saying, Hail, King of the Jews! And they spit 
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upon him, and took the reed, and smote him on the 
head. And after that they had mocked him, they 
took the robe off from him, and put his own raiment 
on him, and led him away to crucify him. And as 
they came out, they found a’ man of Cyrene, Simon 
by name: him they compelled to bear his cross. And 
when they were come unto a place called Golgotha, 
that is to say, a place of a skull, they gave him vine- 
gar to drmk mingled with gall: and when he had 
tasted thereof, he would not drmk. And they cruci- 
fied him, and parted his garments, casting lots: that 
it might be fulfilled which was spoken by the prophet, 
They parted my garments among them, and upon my 
vesture did they cast lots, And sitting down they 
watched him there; and set up over his head his ac- 
cusation written, THIS IS JESUS THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. Then werethere two thieves crucitied 
with him, one on the right hand, and another on the 
left. And they that passed by reviled him, wagging 
their heads, and saying, Thou that destroyest the 
temple, and buildest it in three days, save thyself. If 
thou _be the Son of God, come down from the cross. 
Likewise also the chief priests mocking him, with the 
scribes and elders, said, He saved others; himself he 
cannot save. If he be the King of Israel, let him 
now come down from the cross, and we will believe 
him. He trusted in God; let him deliver him now, 
if he will have him: for he said, I am the Son of God. 
The thieves also, which were crucified with him, cast 
the same in his teeth. Now from the sixth hour 
there was darkness over all the land unto the ninth 
hour. And about the ninth hour Jesus cried witha 
loud voice, saying, Hli, Ei, lama sabachthani? thatis 
to say, My God, my God,why hast thou forsaken me? 
Some of them that stood there,when they heard that, 
said, This man calleth for Elias. And straightwa 

one of them ran, and took a spunge, and filled it wit 
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vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gaye him to drink. 
The rest said, Let be, let us see whether Ehas will 
come to save him. Jesus, when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, yielded up the ghost. And, behold, 
the veil of the temple was rent in twain from the top 
to the bottom; and the earth did quake, and the 
rocks rent; and the graves were opened; and many 
bodies of the saints which slept arose, and came out 
of the graves after his resurrection, and went into the 
holy city, and appeared unto many. Now when the 
centurion, and they that were with him, watching 
Jesus, saw the earthquake, and those things that 
were clone, they feared greatly, saying, Truly this was 
the Son of God.

HO is this that cometh from Edom, with dyed 

garments from Bozrah ? this that is glorious 
in his apparel, travelling in the greatness of ‘his 
strength ? I that speak im righteousness, mighty to 
save. Wherefore art thou red in thine apparel; and 
thy garments like him that treadeth in the winefat ? 
I have trodden the winepress alone; and of the peo- 
ple there was none with me: for I will tread them in 
mine anger, and trample them in my fury; ahd their 
blood shall be sprinkled upon my garments, and I 
willstainallmy raiment. or the day of vengeance 
is in mine heart, and the year of my redeemed is 
come. And I looked, and there was none to help; 
and I wondered that there was none to uphold: 
therefore mine own arm brought salvation unto me; 
and my fury, it upheld me. And I will tread down 
the people in mine anger, and make them drunk in 
my fury, and I will bring down their strength to the 
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earth. I will mention the lovingkindnesses of the 
Lorp, and the praises of the Lorp, according to.all 
that the Lorp an bestowed on us, and the great 
goodness toward the house of Israel, which he hath 
bestowed on them according to his mercies, and ac- 
cording to the multitude of his lovingkindnesses. 
For he said, Surely they are my people, children that 
will not lie: so he was their Saviour. In all their 
affliction he was afflicted, and the angel of his pre- 
sence saved them: in his love and in his pity he re- 
deemed them; and he bare them, and carried them 
all the days of old... But they rebelled, and vexed his 
holy Spirit; therefore he was turned to be their 
enemy, and he fought against them.

a Rede a two days was the feast of the passover, 
and of unleavened bread: and the chief priests 
and the scribes ‘sought how they might take him by 
craft, and put him to death. But they said, Not on 
the feast day, lest there be an uproar of the people. 
And being in Bethany in the house of Simon the 
leper, as he sat at meat, there came a woman having 
an alabaster box of ointment of spikenard very pre- 
cious; and she brake the box, and poured it on his 
head.

hened it, they were glad, and promised to give him 
money. And he sought how he might conveniently 
betray him. And the first day of unleavened bread, 
when they killed the passover, his disciples said unto 
him, Where wilt thou that we go and prepare that 
thou mayest eat the passover? And he sendeth forth 
two of his disciples, and saith unto them, Go ye into 
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the city, and there shall meet you a man bearing a 
pitcher of water: follow him. And wheresoever he 
shall go in, say ye to the goodman of the house, The 
Master saith, Where is the guestchamber, where I 
shall eat the passover with my disciples? And he will 
shew youalarge upper room furnished and prepared: 
there make ready for us. And his disciples went 
forth, and came into’the city, and found as he had 
said unto them: and they made ready the passover. 
And in the evening he cometh with the twelve. And 
as they satand did eat, Jesus said, Verily I say unto 
you, One of you which eateth with me shall betray 
me. And they began to be sorrowful, and to say 
unto him one by one, Isit I? and another said, Is it 
I? And he answered and said unto them, Itis one of 
the twelve, that dippeth with me in the dish. The 
Son of man indeed goeth, asit is written of him: but 
woe to that man by whom the Son of man is be- 
trayed! good were it for that man if he had never 
been born. And as they did eat, Jesus took bread, 
and blessed, and brake it, and gave to them, and said, 
Take, eat: thisis my body. And he took the cup, 
and when he had given thanks, he gave it to them: 
and they all drank of it. And he said unto them, 
This is my blood of the new testament, which is shed 
for many. Verily I say unto you, I will drink no 
more of the fruit of the vine, until that day that I 
drink it new in the kingdom of God, And when 
they had sung an hymn, they went out into the 
mount of Olives. And Jesus saith unto them, All ye 
shall be offended because of me this night : for it is 
written, I will smite the shepherd, and the shee 
shall be scattered. But after that I am risen, I ot 
go before you into Galilee. But Peter said unto him, 
Although all shall be offended, yet will not I. And 
Jesus saith unto him, Verily [say untothee,That this 
day, even in this night, before the cock crow twice, 
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thou shalt deny me thrice. But he spake the more 
vehemently, If I should die with thee, [ will not deny 
theein any wise. Likewise also said they all. And 
they came to a place which was named Gethsemane: 
and he saith to his disciples, Sit ye here, while I shall 
pray. Andhe taketh with him Peter and James and 
John, and began to be sore amazed, and to be very 
heavy; and saith unto them, My soul is exceeding 
sorrowful unto death: tarry ye here, and watch. 
And he went forward a little, and fell on the ground, 
and prayed that, if it were possible, the hour might 
pass from him. And he said, Abba, Father, all things 
are possible unto thee; take away this cup from me: 
nevertheless not what I will, but what thou wilt. 
And he cometh, and findeth them sleeping, and saith 
unto Peter, Simon, sleepest thou? couldest not thou 
watch one hour? Watch ye and pray, lest ye enter 
into temptation. The spirit truly is ready, but the 
flesh is weak. And again he went away, and prayed, 
and spake the same words. And when he returned, 
he found them asleep again, (for their eyes were 
heavy,) neither wist they what to answer him. And 
he cometh the third time, and saith unto them, Sleep 
on now, and take your rest: itis enough, the hour is 
come; behold, the Son of man is betrayed into the 
hands of sinners. Rise up, let us go; lo, he that be- . 
trayeth me is at hand. And immediately, while he 
yet spake, cometh Judas, one of the twelve, and with 
im a great multitude with swords and staves, from 
the chief priests and the scribes and theelders. And 
he that betrayed him had given them atoken, saying, 
Whomsoever I shall kiss, that same is he; take him, 
and lead him away safely. And as soon as he was 
come, he goeth straightway to him, and saith, Master, 
master; and kissed him. And they laid their hands 
on him, and took him. And one of them that stood 
by drew a sword, and smote a servant of the high 
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priest, and cut off hisear. And Jesus answered and 
said unto them, Are ye come out, as against a thief, 
with swords and with staves, to take me? I was daily 
with you in the temple teaching, and ye took me not: 
but the scriptures must be fulfilled. And they all for- 
sook him, and fled. And there followed him a certain 
oung man, having a linenclothcast about hisnaked 
ody; and the young men laid hold on him: and he 
left the linen cloth, and fled from them naked. And 
they led Jesus away to the high priest: and with him 
were assembled all the chief priests and the elders 
and the scribes. And Peter followed him afar off, 
even into the palace of the high priest: and he sat 
with the servants, and warmed himself at the fire. 
And the chief priests and all the council sought for 
witness against Jesus to put him to death; andfound 
none. For many bare false witness against him, but 
their witness agreed not together. And there arose 
certain, and bare false witness against him, saying, 
We heard him say, I will destroy this temple that is 
made with hands, and within three days I will build 
another made without hands. But neither sodid ‘ 
their witness agree together. And the high priest 
stood up in the midst, and asked Jesus, saying, 
Answerest thou nothing? what is it which these 
witness against thee?

Let Christ the King of 
Israel descend now from the cross, that we may see 
and believe. And they that were crucified with him 
reviled him. And when the sixth hour was come, 
there was darkness over the whole land until the 
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ninth hour. And at the ninth hour Jesus cried with 
a loud voice, saying, Hloi, Eloi, lama sabachthani P 
which is, being interpreted, My God, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me ? And some of them that stood 
by, when they heard it, said, Behold, he calleth Elias. 
And one ran and filled a spunge full of vinegar, and 
put it on a reed, and gave him to drink, saying, Let 
alone ; let us see whether Elias will come to take 
him down.

The Hpisile. Heb. ix. 16. 


HERE a testament is, there must also of neces- 

sity be the death of the testator.. For a testa- 
ment is of force after men are dead: otherwise itis of 
no strength at all while the testator liveth. Where- 
upon neither the first testament was dedicated with- 
out blood. Forwhen Moses had spoken every precept 
to all the people according to she law, he took the 
blood of calves and of goats, with water, and scarlet 
wool, and hyssop, and sprinkled both the book and 
all the people, bres This is the blood of the testa- 
ment which God hath enjoined unto you. Moreover, 
he sprinkled with blood both the tabernacle, and all 
the vessels of the ministry. And almost all things 
are by the law purged with blood; and without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission. It was therefore 
necessary that the patterns of things in the heavens 
should be purified with these; but the heavenly 
things themselves with better sacrifices than these. 
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For Christ is not entered into the holy places made 
with hands, which are the figures of the true; but 
into heaven itself, now to appear in the presence of 
God for us: nor yet that he should offer himself 
often, as the high priest entereth into the holy place 
every year with blood of others; for then must he 
often have suffered since the foundation of the world: 
but now once in the end of the world hath he ap- 
peared to put away sin by the sacrifice of himself. 
And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment: so Christ was once offered 
to bear the sins of many; arid unto them that look 
for him shall he appear the second time without sin 
unto salvation. 


The Gospel. St. Luke xxii. 1. 

OW the feast of unleavened bread drew nigh, 
which is called the Passover. And the chief 
priests and scribes sought how they might kill him; 
for they feared the people. Then entered Satan into 
Judas surnamed Iscariot, being of the number of the 
twelve.

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disciples? And he shall shew you a large upper room 
furnished: there make ready. And they went, and 
found as he had said unto them: and they made 
ready the passover. And when the hour was come, 
he sat down, and the twelve apostles with him. And 
he said unto them, With desire I have desired to eat 
this passoyer with you before I suffer: for I say unto 
you, I will not any more eat thereof, until it: be ful- 
filled in the kingdom of God. And he took the cup, 
and gave thanks, and said, Take this, and divide it 
among yourselves: for I say unto you, I will not 
drink of the fruit of the vine, until the kingdom 
of God shall come. And he took bread, and gave 
thanks, and brake it, and gave unto them, saying, 
This is my body which is given for you: this do in 
remembrance of me. Likewise also the cup after 
supper, saying, This cup is the new testament in my 
blood, which is shed for you. But, behold, the hand 
of him that betrayeth me is with me on the table. 
And truly the Son of man goeth, as it was deter- 
mined: but woe unto that man by whom he is 
betrayed! And they began to enquire among them- 
selves, which of them it was that should do this 
thing. And there was also a strife among them, 
which of them should be accounted the greatest. 
And he said unto them, The kings of the Gentiles 
exercise lordship over them; and they that exercise 
authority upon them are called benefactors. But ye 
shall not be so: but he that is greatest among you, 
let him be as the younger; and he that is chief, as 
he that doth serve. For whether is greater, he that 
sitteth at meat, or he that serveth ? is not he that 
sitteth at meat? but I am among you as he that 
serveth. Ye are they which have continued with me 
in my temptations. And I appoint unto you a king- 
dom, as my Father hath appomted unto me; that ye 
may eat and drink at my table in my kingdom, and 
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sit on thrones, judging the twelve tribes of Israel. 
And the Lord said, Simon, Simon,behold, Satan hath 
desired to have you, that he may sift you as wheat: 
but I have prayed for thee, that thy faith fail 
not; and when thou art converted, strengthen thy 
brethren. And he said unto him, Lord, lam ready 
to go with thee, both into prison, and to death. And 
he said, I tell thee, Peter, the cock shall not crow 
this day, before that thou shalt thrice deny that thou 
knowest me. And he said unto them, When I sent 
you without purse, and scrip, and shoes, lacked ye 
any thing? And they said, Nothing. Then said he 
unto them, But now, he that hath a purse, let him 
take it, and likewise his scrip: and he that hath no 
sword, let him sell his garment, and buy one. For I 
say unto you, that this that is written must yet be 
accomplished in me, And he was reckoned among 
the transgressors: for the things concerning me have 
anend. And they said, Lord, behold, here are two 
swords. And he said unto them, It isenough. And 
he came out, and went, as he was wont, to the mount 
of Olives; and his disciples also followed him. And 
when he was at the place, he said unto them, Pray 
that ye enter not into temptation. And he was with- 
drawn from them about a stone’s cast, and kneeled 
down, and prayed, saying, Father, if thou be willing, 
remove this cup from me: nevertheless not my will, 
but thine, be se And there appeared an angel 
unto him from heaven, strengthening him, And 
being in an agony he prayed more earnestly: and his 
sweat was as it were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground. And when he rose up from 
prayer, and was come to his disciples, he found them 
sleeping for sorrow, and said unto them, Why sleep 
ye? rise and pray, lest ye enter into temptation. 
And while he yet spake, behold a multitude, and he 
that was called Judas, one of the twelve, went before 
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them, and drew near unto Jesus to kiss him. But 
Jesussaid unto him, Judas, betrayest thou the Son of 
man withakiss? When they which were about him 
saw what would follow, they said unto him, Lord, 
shall we smite with the sword? And one of them 
smote the servant of the high priest, and cut off his 
right ear. And Jesus answered and said, Suffer ye 
thus far. And he touched his ear, and healed him. 
Then Jesus said unto the chief priests, and captains 
of the temple, and the elders, which were come to 
him, Be ye come out, as against a thief, with swords 
and staves? When I was daily with you in the tem- 
ple, ye stretched forth no hands against me: but this 
is your hour, and the power of darkness. Then took 
they him, and led him, and brought him into the high 
priest’s house. And Peter followed afar off. And 
when they had kindled a fire in the midst of the hall, 
and were set down together, Peter sat down among 
them. Buta certain maid beheld him as he sat by 
the fire, and earnestly looked upon him, and said, 
This man was also with him. And he denied him, 
saying, Woman, I know him not. And after a little 
while another saw him, and said, Thou art also of 
them. And Peter said, Man, amnot. And about 
the space of one hour after another confidently af- 
firmed, saying, Of a truth this fellow also was with 
him: for he isa Galilean. And Peter said, Man, I 
know not what thou sayest. And immediately, while 
he yet spake, the cock crew. And the Lord turned, 
nd looked upon Peter. And Peter remembered the 
word of the Lord, how he had said unto him, Before 
the cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. And Peter 
went out, and wept bitterly. And the men that held 
Jesus mocked him, and smote him. And when they 
had blindfolded him, they struck him on the face, 
and asked him, saying, Prophesy, who is it that 
smote thee P And many other things blasphemously 
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spake they against him. And as soon as it was day, 
the elders of the people and the chief priests and the 
scribes came together, and led him into their council, 
saying, Art thou the Christ? tell us. And he said 
unto them, If I tell you, ye will not believe: and if I 
algo ask you, ye will not answer me, nor let me go. 
Hereafter shall the Son of man sit on the right hand 
of the power of God. Then said they all, Art thou 
then the Son of God? And he said unto them, Ye 
say that lam. And they said, What need we any 
further witness P for we ourselves have heard of his 
own mouth.

The Hpistle. 1 Cor. xi. 17. 


a this that I declare unto you I praise you not, 
that ye come together not for the better, but for 
the worse. For first of all, when ye come together 
in the church, I hear that there be divisions among 

ou; and I partly believe it. For there must be also 

eresies among you, that they which are approved 
may be made manifest among you. When ye come 
together therefore into one place, this is not to eat 
the Lord’s supper. For in eating every one taketh 
before other his own supper: and one is hungry, and 
another is drunken. What P have ye not houses to 
eat and to drink in? or despise ye the church of God, 
and shame them that have not? What shall I say 
to you? shall I praise youin this ? I praise you not. 
For I have received of the Lord that which also I 
delivered unto you, That the Lord Jesus the same 
night in which he was betrayed took bread: and 
when he had given thanks, he brake it, and said, 
Take, eat: this is my body, which is broken for you: 
this do in remembrance of me. After the same 
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manner also he took the cup, when he had supped, 
saying, This cup is the new testament in my blood: 
this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance of 
me. Foras often as ye eat this bread, and drink this 
cup, ye do shew the Lord’s death till he come. 
Wherefore whosoever shall eat this bread, and drink 
this cup of the Lord, unworthily, shall be guilty of 
the body and blood of the Lord.. But let a man ex- 
amine himself, and so let him eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. For he that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily, eateth and drinketh damnation to him- 
self, not. discerning the Lord’s body. For this cause 
many are weak and sickly among you, and many 
sleep. For if we would judge ourselves, we should 
not be judged. But when we are judged, we are 
chastened of the Lord, that we should not be con- 
demned with the world.’ Wherefore, my brethren, 
when ye come together to eat, tarry one for another. 
And if any'man hunger, let him eat at home; that 
ye come not together unto condemnation. , And the 
rest will I set in order when I come. 


The Gospel. St. Luke xxiii. 1. 


HH whole multitude of them arose, and led him 

unto Pilate. And they began to accuse him, say- 
ing, We found this fellow perverting the nation, and 
forbidding to give tribute to Cesar, saying that he 
himself is Christa King. And Pilateasked him, say- 
ing, Art thou the King of the Jews? And he an- 
swered him and said, Thou gayest it. Then said 
Pilate to the chief priests and to the people, I find no 
fault in this man. And they were the more fierce, 
saying, He stirreth up the people, teaching through- 
out all Jewry, beginning from Galilee to this place. 
When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whether the 
man were a Galilean. Andas soon as he knew that 
he belonged unto Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent him to 
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Herod, who himself also was at Jerusalem at that 
time. And when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceed- 
ing glad: for he was desirous to see him of a long 
season, because he had heard many things of him ; 
and he hoped to have seen some miracle done by 
him. Then he questioned with him in many words; 
but he answered him nothing. And the chief priests 
and scribes stood and vehemently accused him. And 
Herod with his men of war set him at nought, and 
mocked him, and arrayed him ina gorgeous robe, and 
sent him again to Pilate. And the same day Pilate 
and Herod were made friends together: for before 
they were at enmity between themselves. And 
Pilate, when he had called together the chief priests . 
and the rulers and the people, said unto them, Ye 
have brought this man unto me, as one that pervert- 
eth the people: and, behold, I, having examined him 
before you, have found no fault in this man touching 
those things whereof ye accuse him: no, nor yet 
Herod: for I sent you to him; and, lo, nothing 
worthy of death is done unto him. _ I will therefore 
chastise him, and release him. (For of necessity he 
must release one unto them at the feast.) And they 
cried out all at once, saying, Away with this man, 
and release unto us Barabbas: (who for a certain 
sedition made in the city, and for murder, was cast 
into prison.) Pilate therefore, willing to. release 
Jesus, spake again to them. But they cried, saying, 
Crucify him, crucify him. And he said unto them 
the third time, Why, what evil hath he done? I 
have found no cause of death in him : I will therefore 
chastise him, and let him go. And they were instant 
with loud voices, requiring that he might be cruci- 
fied. And the voices of them and of the chief priests 
heap And Pilate gave sentence that it should 
eas they required. And he released unto them him 
that for sedition and murder was cast into prison, 
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whom they had desired; but he delivered Jesus to 
their will. And as they led him away, they laid hold 
upon one Simon, a Cyrenian, coming out of the coun- 
try, and on him they laid the cross, that he might 
bear it after Jesus. And there followed him a great 
company of people, and of women, which also be- 
wailed and lamented him. But Jesus turning unto 
them said, Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for me, 
but weep for yourselves, and for your children. For, 
behold, the days are coming, in the which they shall 
say, Blessed are the barren, and the wombs that 
never bare, and the paps which never gave suck. 
Then shall they begin to say tothe mountains, Fallon 
us; and tothe hills, Coverus. For if they do these 
things in a green tree, what shall be done in the dry ? 
And there were also two other, malefactors, led with 
him to be put to death. And when they were come 
to the place which is called Calvary, there they cruci- 
fied him, and the malefactors, one on the right hand, 
and the other on the left. Then said Jesus, Father, 
forgive them; for they know not what they do. And: 
they parted his raiment, and cast lots. And the peo- 
ple stood beholding. And the rulers also with them 
derided him, saying, He saved others; let him save 
himself, if he be Christ, the chosen of God. And the 
soldiers also mocked him, coming to him, and offer- 
ing him vinegar, and saying, If thou be the king of 
the Jews, save thyself. And a superscription also 
was written over him, in letters of Greek, and Latin, 
andHebrew, THISIS THE KING OF THEJEWS. 
And one of the malefactors which were hanged railed. 
on him, saying; If thou be Christ, save thyself and 
us. But the other answering rebuked him, saying, 
Dost not:thou fear God, seeing thou art in the same 
condemnation ?. And we indeed justly ; for we re- 
ceive the due reward of our deeds: but this man 
hath done nothing amiss. And he said unto Jesus, 
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Lord, remember me when thou comest into thy king- 
dom. And Jesus said unto him, Verily I say unto 
thee, To day shalt thou be with me in paradise. And 
it was about the sixth hour, and there was a dark- 
ness over all the earth until the ninth hour. And the 
sun was darkened, and the veil of the temple was 
‘rent in the midst.. And when Jesus had cried with 
a loud voice, he said, Father, into thy hands I com- 
mend my spirit: and having said thus, he gave up 
the ghost. Now when the centurion saw what was 
done, he glorified God, saying, Certainly this was a 
righteous man. And all the people that, came to- 
gether to that sight, beholding the things which were 
done, smote their breasts, and returned. And all his 
acquaintance, and the women that followed him from 
Galilee, stood afar off, beholding these things.

The Hpistle. Heb. x. 1. 

HE law having a shadow of good things to come, 
and not the very image of the things, can never 
with those sacrifices which they offered year by year 
continually make the comers thereunto perfect. For 
then would they not have ceased to be offered? be- 
cause that the worshippers once purged should have 
had no more conscience of sins. But in those sacri- 
fices there is a remembrance again made of sins every 
year. For it is not possible that the blood of bulls 
and of goats should take away sins. Wherefore when 
he cometh into the world, he saith, Sacrifice and 
offering thou wouldest not, but a body hast thou pre- 
pared me: in burnt offerings and sacrifices for sin’ 
thou hast had no pleasure. Then said I, Lo, | come 
(in the volume of the book it is written of me,) to do 
thy will, O God. Above when he said, Sacrifice and 
offering and burnt offerings and offering for sin thou 
wouldest not, neither hadst pleasure therein; which 
are offered by the law; then said he, Lo, I come to 
do thy will, O God. He taketh away the first, that 
he may establish the second. By the which will we 
are sanctified through the offermg of the body of 
Jesus Christ once for all. And every priest standeth 
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daily ministering and offering oftentimes the same 
sacrifices, which can never take away sins: but this 
man, after he had offered one sacrifice for sins for 
ever, sat down on the right hand of God; from 
henceforth expecting till his enemies be made his 
footstool. For by one offering he hath perfected for 
ever them that are sanctified. Whereof the Holy 
Ghost also is a witness to us: for after that he had 
said before, This is the covenant that I will make 
with them after those days, saith the Lord, I will put 
my laws into their hearts, and in their minds will I 
write them; and their sins and iniquities will I re- 
member no more. Now where remission of these is, 
there is no more offering for sin. Having therefore, 
brethren, boldness to enter into the holiest by the 
blood of Jesus, by a new and living way, which he 
hath consecrated for us, through the veil, that is to 
say, his flesh; and having an high priest over the 
house of God; let us draw near with a true heart in 
full assurance of faith, having our hearts sprinkled 
from an evil conscience, and our bodies washed with 
pure water. Let us hold fast the profession of our 
faith without wavering ; (for he is faithful that pro- 
mised ;) and let us consider one another to provoke 
unto love and to good works: not forsaking the 
assembling of ourselves together, as the manner of 
some is; but exhorting one another: and so much 
the more, as ye see the day approaching. 


The Gospel, St. John xix. 1. 


ILATE therefore took Jesus, and scourged him. 

And the soldiers platted a crown of thorns, and 
put it on his head, and they put on him a purple 
robe, and said, Hail, King of the Jews! 9 they 
smote him with their hands. Pilate therefore went 
forth again, and saith unto them, Behold, I bring him 
forth to you, that ye may know that I find no fault 
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in him. Then came Jesus forth, wearing the crown 
of thorns, and the purple robe. And Pilate saith 
unto them, Behold the man! When the chief priests 
therefore and officers saw him, they cried out, say- 
ing, Crucify him, crucify him. Pilate saith unto 
them, Take ye him, and crucify him: for I find no 
fault in him. The Jews answered him, We have a 
law, and by our law he ought to die, because he made 
himself the Son of God. When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he was the more afraid; and went again 
into the judgment hall, and saith unto Jesus, Whence 
art thou? But Jesus gave him no answer. Then 
saith Pilate unto him, Speakest thou not unto me? 
knowest thou not that I have power to crucify thee, 
and have power to release thee? Jesus answered, 
Thou sealdest have no power at all against me, 
except it were given thee from above: therefore he 
that delivered me unto thee hath the greater sin. 
And from thenceforth Pilate sought to release him: 
but the Jews cried out, saying, If thou let this man 

o, thou art not Czsar’s friend: whosoever maketh 

imselfa king, speaketh against Cesar. When Pilate 
therefore heard that saying, he brought Jesus forth, 
and sat down in the judgment seat in a place that is 
called the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 
And it was the preparation of the passover, and about 
the sixth hour: and he saith unto the Jews, Behold 
your King! But they cried out, Away with him, 
away with him, crucify him. Pilate saith unto them, 
Shall I crucify your King? The chief priests an- 
swered, We have no king but Caesar. Then delivered 
he him therefore unto them to be crucified. And 
they took Jesus, and led him away. And he bearing 
his cross went forth into a place called the place of a 
skull, which is called in the Hebrew Golgotha : where 
they crucified him, and two other with him, on either 
side one, and Jesus in the midst. And Pilate wrote 
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a title, and put it on the cross. And the writing 
was, JESUS OF NAZARETH THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. This title then read many of the 
Jews: for the place where Jesus was crucified was 
nigh to the city; and it was written in Hebrew, and 
Greek, and Latin. Then said the chief priests of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King of the Jews; 
but that he said, Iam King of the Jews. Pilate an- 
swered, What I have written I have written. Then 
the soldiers, when they had crucified Jesus, took his 
garments, and made four parts, to every soldier a 
part; and also his coat: now the coat was without 
seam, woven from the top throughout. They said 
therefore among themselves, Let us not rend it, but 
cast lots for it, whose it shall be: that the scripture 
might be fulfilled, which saith, They parted my rai- 
ment among them, and for my vesture they did cast 
lots. These things therefore the soldiers did. Now 
‘there stood by the cross of Jesus his mother, and his 
mother’s sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. When Jesus therefore saw his mother, 
and the disciple standing by, whom he loved, he 
saith unto his mother, Woman, behold thy son! 
Then saith he to the disciple, Behold thy mother! 
And from that hour that disciple took her unto’ his 
own home. After this, Jesus knowing that all things 
were now accomplished, that the scripture might be 
fulfilled, saith, I thirst. Now there: was set a vessel 
full of vinegar: and they filled a spunge with vinegar, 
and put it upon hyssop, and put it to his mouth. 
When Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, he 
said, Itis finished : and he bowed his head, and gave 
up the ghost. The Jews therefore, because it was 
the preparation, that the bedies should not remain 
upon the cross on the sabbath day, (for that sabbath 
day was an high day,) besought Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that they might be taken away. 
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Then came the soldiers, and brake the legs of the 
first, and of the other which was crucified with him. 
But when they came to Jesus, and saw that he was 
dead already, they brake not his legs: but one of the 
soldiers with a spear pierced his side, and forthwith 
came there out blood and water. And he that saw it 
bare record, and his record is true: and he knoweth 
that he saith true, that ye might believe. For these 
things were done, that the scripture should be ful- 
filled, A bone of him shall not be broken. And again 
another scripture saith, They shall look on him 
whom they pierced.

For Christ 
also hath once suffered for sins, the just for the un- 
just, that he might bring us to God, bemg put to 
death in the flesh, but quickened by the Spirit: by 
which also he went and preached unto the spirits 
in prison; which sometime were disobedient, when 
once the longsuffering of God waited in the days of 
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Noah, while the ark was a preparing, wherein few, 
that is, eight souls were saved by water. The like 
figure whereunto even baptism doth also now save 
us (not the putting away of the filth of the flesh, but 
the answer of a good conscience toward God,) by 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ: who is gone into 
heaven, and is on the right hand of God; angels and 
authorities and powers being made subject unto him. 


The Gospel. St. Matt. xxvii. 57. 


W HEN the even was come, there came a rich 

man of Arimathza, named Joseph, who also 
himself was Jesus’ disciple: he went to Pilate, and 
begged the body of Jesus. Then Pilate commanded 
the body to be delivered. And when Joseph had 
taken the body, he wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, 
and laid it in his own new tomb, which he had hewn 
out in the rock: and he rolled a great stone to the 
door of the sepulchre, and departed. And there was 
Mary Magdalene, and the other Mary, sitting over 
against the sepulchre. Now the next day, that fol- 
lowed the day of the preparation, the chief priests 
and Pharisees came together unto Pilate, saying, Sir, 
we remember that that deceiver said, while he was 
yet alive, After three days I will rise again. Com- 
mand therefore that the sepulchre be made sure until 
the third day, lest his disciples come by night, and 
steal him away, and say unto the people, He is risen 
from the dead: so the last error shall We worse than 
the first. Pilate said unto them, Ye have a watch: 
go your way, make it as sure as ye can. So they 
went, and made the sepulchre sure, sealing the stone, 
and setting a watch.

4 (ea first day of the week cometh Mary Magdalene 
early, when it was yet dark, unto the sepulchre, 
and seeth the stone taken away from the sepulchre. 
Then she runneth, and cometh to Simon Peter, and 
to the other disciple, whom Jesus loved, and saith 
unto them, They have taken away the Lord out of 
the sepulchre, and we know not where they have laid 
him. Peter therefore went forth, and that other dis- 
ciple, and came to the sepulchre. So they ran both 
together: and the other disciple did outrun Peter, 
and came first to the sepulchre. And he stooping 
down, and looking in, saw the linen clothes lying; 
yet went he notin. Then cometh Simon Peter fol- 
lowing him, and went into the sepulchre, and seeth 
the linen clothes lie, and the napkin, that was about 
his head, not lying with the linen clothes, but 
wrapped together in a place by itself. Then went 
in also that other disciple, which éame first to the 
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sepulchre, and he saw, and believed. For as yet they 
knew not the scripture, that he must rise again from 
the dead.

And 
it came to pass, that, while they communed together 
and reasoned, Jesus himself drew near, and went 
with them. But their eyes were holden that they 
should not know him. And he said unto them, 
What manner of communications are these that ye 
have one to another, as ye walk, and are sad P And 
the one of them, whose name was Cleopas, answering 
said unto him, Art thou only a stranger in Jerusa- 
lem, and hast not known the things which are come 
to pass there in these days?

found not his body, they came, saying, that they had 
also seen a vision of angels, which said that he was 
alive. And certain of them which were with us went 
to the sepulchre, and found it even so as the women 
had said: but him they saw not. Then he said unto 
them, O fogls, and slow of heart to believe all that 
the prophets have spoken : ought not Christ to have 
suffered these things, and to enter into his glory ? 
And beginning at Moses and all the prophets, he ex- 
pounded unto them in all the scriptures the things 
concerning himself. And they drew nigh unto the 
village, whither they went: and he made as though 
he would have gone further. But they constrained 
him, saying, Abide with us: for it is toward evening, 
and the day is far spent. And he went in to tarry 
with them, And it came to pass, as he sat at meat 
with them, he took bread, and blessed it, and brake, 
and gaye to them. And their eyes were opened, and 
they knew him; and he vanished out of their sight. 
And they said one to another, Did not our heart burn 
within us, while he talked with us by the way, and 
while he opened to us the scriptures ?_ And they rose 
up the same hour, and returned to Jerusalem, and 
found the eleven gathered together, and them that 
were with them, saying, The Lord is risen indeed, 
and hath appeared to Simon. And they told what 
things were done in the way, and how he was known 
of them in breaking of bread.

Parthians, and Medes, and Elamites, andthe dwellers 
in Mesopotamia, and in Juda, and Cappadocia, in 
Pontus,and Asia,Phrygia,and Pamphyha,in Egypt, 
and in the parts of Libya about Cyrene, andstrangers 
of Rome, Jews and proselytes, Cretes and Arabians, 
we do hear them speak in our tongues the wonderful 
works of God.

J* SUS said unto his disciples, If ye love me, keep 
my commandments. And I will pray the Father, 
and he shall give you another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you for ever; even the Spirit of truth ; 
whom the world cannot receive, because it seeth him 
not, neither knoweth him: but ye know him; for he 
dwelleth with you, and shall be in you. JI will not 
leave you comtortless: I will come to you.

These things 
have I spoken unto you, being yet present with you. . 
But the Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, whom 
the Father will send in my name, he shall teach you 
all things, and bring all things to your remembrance, 
whatsoever I have said unto you. Peace I leave 
with you, my peace I give unto you: not as the 
world giveth, give I unto you. Let not your heart 
be troubled, neither let it be afraid. Ye have heard 
how I said unto you, I go away, and come again unto 
you. If ye loved me, ye would rejoice, because I said, 
I go unto the Father: formy Fatheris greater than I. 
And now I have told you before it come to pass,that, 
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when it is come to pass, ye might believe. Hereafter 
I will not talk much with you: for the prince of this 
world cometh, and hath nothing in me. But that the 
world may know that I love the Father; and as the 
Father gave me commandment, even so I do.

that were oppressed of the devil; for God was with 
him. And we are witnesses of all things which he 
did both in the land of the Jews, and in Jerusalem;

God, even to us, who did eat and drink with him 
after he rose from the dead. And he commanded us 
to preach unto the people, and to testify that itis he 
which was ordained of God to be the Judge of quick 
and dead. To him give all the prophets witness, that 
through his name whosoever believeth in him shall 
receive remission of sins. While Peter yet spake 
these words, the Holy Ghost fell on all them which 
heard the word. And they of the circumcision which 
believed were astonished, as many as came with 
Peter, because that on the Gentiles also was poured 
out the gift of the Holy Ghost. For they heard them 
speak with tongues, and magnify God. Then an- 
swered Peter, Can any man forbid water, that these 
should not be baptized, which have received the Holy 
Ghost as wellas we? And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord. Then prayed they 
him to tarry certain days. 


The Gospel.. St. John ii. 16. 
OD so loved the world, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth im him 
should not perish, but have everlasting life. For God 
sent not his Son into the world to condemn the 
world; but that the world through him might be 
saved. He that believeth on him is not condemned : 
but he that believeth not is condemned already, be- 
cause he hath not believed in the name of the only 
begotten Son of God. And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into the world, and men loved 
darkness rather than light, because their deeds were 
evil. For every one that doeth evil hateth the light,

Nicodemus answered and 
said unto him, How can these things be? Jesus an- 
sweredandsaid unto him, Art thoua master of Israel, 
and knowest not these things? Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, We speak that we do know, and testify 
that we have seen; and ye receive not our witness. 
If I have told you earthly things, and ye believe not, 
how shall ye believe, if I tell you of heavenly things? 
And no man hath ascended up to heaven, but he 
that came down from heayen, even the Son of man 
which is in heaven. And as Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even so must the Son of man 
be lifted up: that whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have eternal life.

And he said, Nay, 
father Abraham: but if one went unto them from 
the dead, they will repent. And he said unto him, 
Tf they hear not Moses and the prophets, neither 
will they be persuaded, though one rose from the 
dead.

Therefore if thou bring thy gift to the 
altar, and there rememberest that thy brother hath 
ought against thee; leave there thy gift before the 
altar, and go thy way; first be reconciled to thy 
brother, and then come and offer thy gift. Agree 
with thine adversary quickly, whiles thou art in the 
way with him; lest at any time the adversary de- 
liver thee to the judge, and the judge deliver thee to 
the officer, and thou be cast into prison. Verily I 
say unto thee, Thou shalt by no means come out 
thence, till thou hast paid the uttermost farthing.

HEN the Pharisees had heard that Jesus had 
put the Sadducees to silence, they were gath- 
ered together. Then one of them, which was a law- 
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yer, asked him a question, tempting him, and saying, 
Master, which is the great. commandment in the 
law? Jesus said unto him, Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind. This is the first and 
great commandment. And the second is like unto 
it, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. On 
these two commandments hang all the law and the 
prophets. While the Pharisees were gathered to- 
gether, Jesus asked them, saying, What think ye of 
Christ ? whose son is he? They say unto him, The 
son of David. He saith unto them, How then doth 
David in spirit call him Lord, saying, The Lorp said 
unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, till I 
make thine enemies thy footstool? If David then 
call him Lord, how is he his son? And no man was 
able to answer him a word, neither durst any man 
from that day forth ask him any more questions.

Let no corrupt comniu- 
nication proceed out of your mouth, but that which 
is good to the use of edifying, that it may minister 
grace unto the hearers. And grieve not the holy 
Spirit of God, whereby ye are sealed unto the day 
of redemption. Let all bitterness, and wrath, and 
anger, and clamour, and evil speaking, be put away 
from you, with all malice: and be ye kind one to 
another, tenderhearted, forgiving one another, even 
as God for Christ’s sake hath forgiven you.

bE SUS entered into a ship, and passed over, and 
came into his own city. And, behold, they 
brought to him a man sick of the palsy, lying on 
a bed: and Jesus seeing their faith said unto the 
sick of the palsy ; Son, be of good cheer; thy sins be 
forgiven thee.

And when the king came in to see the 
guests, he saw there a man which had not on a 
wedding garment: and he saith unto him, Friend, 
how camest thou in hither not having a wedding 
garment P And he was speechless. Then said the 
king to the servants, Bind him hand and foot, and 
take him away, and cast him into outer darkness ;

to be made. The servant therefore fell down, and 
worshipped him, saying, Lord, have patience with 
me, and I will pay thee all. Then the lord of that | 
servant was moved with compassion, and loosed 
him, and forgave him the debt. But the same ser- 
vant went out, and found one of his fellowservants, 
which owed him an hundred pence: and he laid 
hands on him, and took him by the throat, saying, 
Pay me that thou owest. And his fellowservant 
fell down at his feet, and besought him, saying, Have 
patience with me, and I will pay thee all. And he 
would not: but went and cast him into prison, till 
he should pay the debt. So when his fellowser- 
vants saw what was done, they were very sorry, and 
came and told unto their lord all that was done. 
Then his lord; after that he had called him, said unto 
him, O thou wicked servant, I forgave thee all that 
debt, because thou desiredst me: shouldest not thou 
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also have had compassion on thy fellowservant, 
even as [ had pity on theeP And his lord was 
wroth, and delivered him to the tormentors, till he 
should pay all that was due unto him. So likewise 
shall my heavenly Father do also unto you, if ye 
from your hearts forgive not every one his brother 
their trespasses. ¥

Now there was much grass in the 
place. So the men sat down, in number about five 
thousand. And Jesus took the loaves; and when 
he had given thanks, he distributed to the disciples, 
and the disciples to them that were set down; and 
likewise of the fishes as much as they would. 
When they were filled, he said unto his disciples, 
Gather up the fragments that remain, that nothing 
be lost. Therefore they gathered them together, 
and filled twelve baskets with the fragments of the 
five barley loaves, which remained over and above 
unto them that had eaten. Then those men, when 
they had seen the miracle that Jesus did, said, This 
is of a truth that prophet that should come imto the 
world,

But they have not all 
obeyed the gospel. For Hsaias saith, Lord, who 
ali believed our report? | So then faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by the word of God. But I 
say, Have they not heard? Yes verily, their sound 
‘went into all the earth, and their words unto the 
ends of the world. But I say, Did not Israel know? 
First Moses saith, I will provoke you to jealousy by 
them that are no people, and by a foolish nation I 
will anger you. But Hsaias is very bold, and saith, 
I was found of them that sought me not; I was 
made manifest unto them that asked not after me. 
But to Israel he saith, All day long I have stretched 
forth my hands unto a disobedient and gainsaying 
people.

Bea walking by the sea of Galilee, saw two 
brethren, Simon called Peter, and Andrew his 
brother, casting a net into the sea: for they were 
fishers. And he saith unto them, Follow me, and I 
will make you fishers of men.

And after eight days 
again his disciples were within, and Thomas with 
them: then came Jesus, the doors being shut, and 
stood in the midst, and said, Peace be unto you, 
Then saith he to Thomas, Reach hither thy finger, 
and behold my hands; and reach hither thy hand, 
and. thrust it into my side : and be not faithless, but 
believing. And Thomas answered and said unto 
him, My Lord and my God, Jesus saith unto him, 
Thomas, because thou hast, seen me, thou hast be- 
lieved: blessed are they that have not seen, and yet 
have believed. And many other signs truly did 
Jesus in the presence of his disciples, which are not 
written in this book: but these are written, that ye 
might, believe that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of 
God; and that believing ye might have life through 
his name.

And as 
he journeyed, he came near Damascus: and sud- 
denly there ‘shined round about him a light from 
heaven: and he fell to the earth, and heard a voice 
saying unto him, Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou 
meP And he said, Who art thou, Tord ? ‘And the 
Lord said, Iam Jesus whom thou persecutest: it is 
hard for thee to kick against the pricks. And he 
trembling and astonished said, Lord, what wilt thou 
have me todo? And the Lord said unto him, Arise, 
and go into the city, and it shall be told thee what 
thou must do. And the men which journeyed with 
him stood speechless, hearing a voice, but seeing no 
man. And Saul arose from the earth; and when his 
eyes were opened, he saw no man: but they led him 
by the hand, and brought him into Damascus. And 
he was three days without sight, and neither did eat 
nor drink. And there was a certain disciple at 
Damascus, named Ananias; and to him said the 
Lord in a vision, Ananias. And he said, Behold, I 
am here, Lord. And the Lord said unto him, Arise, 
and go into the street which is called Straight, and 
enquire in the house of Judas for one called Saul, of 
Tarsus : for, behold, he prayeth, and hath seen in a 
vision a man named Ananias coming in, and putting 
his hand on him, that he might receive his sight. 
Then Ananias answered, Lord, I have heard by 
many of this man, how much eyil he hath done to 
thy saints at Jerusalem : and here he hath authority 
from the chief priests to bind all that call on thy 
name. But the Lord said unto him, Go thy way: 
for he is a chosen vessel unto me, to bear my name 
before the Gentiles, and kings, and the children of 
Israel: for I will shew him how great things he 
must suffer for my name’s sake. And Ananias went 
his way, and entered into the house; and putting 
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his hands on him said, Brother Saul, the Lord, even 
Jesus, that appeared unto thee in the way as thou 
camest, hath sent me, that thou mightest receive thy 
sight, and be filled with the Holy Ghost. And imme- 
diately there fell from his eyes ‘as it had been scales : 
and he received sight forthwith, and arose, and was 
baptized. And when he had received meat, he was 
strengthened. Then was Saul certain days with the 
disciples which were at Damascus. And straight- 
way he preached Christ in the synagogues, that he 
is the Son of God.

But Saul increased 
the more in strength, and comfounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Damascus, proving that this is very 
Christ. ;

and prayers nicht and day. And she coming in that 
instant gave thanks likewise unto the Lord, and 
spake of him to all them that looked for redemption 
in Jerusalem. And when they had performed all 
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things according to the law of the Lord, they re- 
turned into Galilee, to their own city Nazareth. 
And the child grew, and waxed strong in spirit, filled 
with wisdom: and the grace of God was upon him.

Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, He that believeth on me, the works that 
I do shall he do also; and greater works than these 
shall he do; because I go unto my Father. And 
whatsoever ye shall ask in my name, that will I do, 
that the Father may be glorified in the Son. If ye 
shall ask any thing in my name, I will do it.

And, behold, the angel of the Lord came upon him, 
and a light shined in the prison: and he smote 
Peter on the side, and raised him up, saying, Arise 
up quickly. And his chains fell off from his hands. 
And the angel said unto him, Gird thyself, and bind 
on thy sandals. And sohedid. And he saith unto 
him, Cast thy garment about thee, and follow me.

‘| If among those who come to be partakers of the Holy Communion, the 
Minister shall know any tobe an open and notorious evil liver, or to 
have done any wrong to his neighbours by word or deed, so that the 
Congregation be thereby offended ; he shall advertise him, that he pre- 
sume not to come to the Lord's Table, until he have openly declared 
himself to have truly Ee aiukaeg and amended his former evil life, that 
the Congregation may thereby be satisfied; and that he hath recom- 

tyne the parties to whom he hath done wrong; or at least declare 


amself to be in full purpose so to do, as soon as he conveniently may. 


The same order shall the Minister use with those, betwixt whom he per- 
ceiveth malice and hatred to reign; not suffering them to be partakers 
t d's Table, until he know them to be reconciled. And if one 
of the parties, so at variance, be content to forgive from the bottom of 
his heart all that the other hath trespassed against him, and to make 
amends for that wherein he himself hath offended ; and the other part, 
will not be persuaded to a godly unity, but remain still in his frowar: 
ness and malice ; the Minister in that case ought to admit the penitent 
person to the Holy Communion, and not him that is obstinate. Pro- 
vided, That every Minister so repelling any, as is herein specified, shall 
be obliged to give an account of the same to the Ordinary, within four- 
teen days after, at the farthest.

it, shall stand tn the body of the Church, or in the Chancel. And the

When the Minister giveth warning for the Celebration of the Holy 
Communion, (which he shall gies do upon the Sunday, or some Holy- 
day, immediately preceding,) he shall read this Exhortation following ; 
or so much thereof as, in his discretion, he may think convenient. 

EARLY beloved, on ——— day next I purpose, 
through God’s assistance, to administer to all 
such as shall be religiously and devoutly disposed 
the most comfortable Sacrament of the Body and 

Blood of Christ; to be by them received in remem- 

brance of his meritorious Cross and Passion; where- 

by alone we obtain remission of our sins, and are 
made partakers of the Kingdom of heaven. Where- 
fore it is our duty to render most humble and hearty 
thanks to Almighty God, our heavenly Father, for 
that he hath given his Son our Saviour Jesus Christ, 
not only to die for us, but also to be our spiritual 
food and sustenance in that holy Sacrament. Which 
being so diyine and comfortable a thing to them who 
receive it worthily, and so dangerous to those who 
will presume to receive it unworthily ; my duty is 
to exhort you, in the mean season to consider the 
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dignity of that holy mystery, and the great peril of 
the unworthy receiving thereof; and so to search 
and examine your own consciences, (and that not 
lightly, and after the manner of dissemblers with 
God; but so) that ye may come holy and clean to 
such a heavenly Feast, in the marriage-garment re- 
quired by God in holy Scripture, and be received as 
worthy partakers of that holy Table. 

The way and means thereto is: First, to examine 
your lives and conversations by the rule of God’s 
commandments; and whereinsoever ye shall per- 
ceive yourselves to have offended, either by will, 
word, or deed, there to bewail your own sinfulness, 
and to confess yourselves to Almighty God, with full 
purpose of amendment of life. And if ye shall per- 
ceive your offences to be such as are not only against 
God, but also against your neighbours; then ye shall 
reconcile yourselves unto them; being ready to 
make restitution and satisfaction, according to the 
uttermost of your powers, for all injuries and wrongs 
done by you to any other; and being likewise ready 
to forgive others who have offended you, as ye 
would have forgiveness of your offences at God’s 
hand : for otherwise the receiving of the holy Com- 
munion doth nothing else but imcrease your con- 
demnation. Therefore, if any of you be a blasphemer 
of God, an hinderer or slanderer of his Word, an 
adulterer, or be in malice, or envy, or in any other 
grievous crime; repent you of your sins, or else 
come not to that holy Table. 

And because it is requisite that no man should 
come to the holy Communion, but with a full trust 
in God@’s mercy, and with a quiet conscience ; there- 
fore, if there be any of you, who by this means can- 
not quiet his own conscience herein, but requireth 
further comfort or counsel, let him come to me, or 
to some other Minister of God’s Word, and open his 
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grief; that he may receive such godly counsel and 
advice, as may tend to the quieting of his\conscience, 
and the removing of all scruple and doubtfulness. 
4 Or, in case he shall see the People negligent to come to the Holy Com- 
munion, instead of the former, he shall use this Bxhortation. 
HARLY beloved brethren, on Lintend, by 
God’s grace, to celebrate the Lord’s Supper: 
unto which, in God’s behalf, I bid you all who are 
here present; and beseech you, for the Lord Jesus 
Christ’s sake, that ye will not refuse to come thereto, 
being so lovingly called and bidden by God himself. 
Ye know how grievous and unkind a thing it: is, 
when a man hath prepared a rich feast, decked his 
table with all kind of provision, so that there lacketh 
nothing but the guests to sit down; and yet they 
who are called (without any cause) most unthank- 
fully refuse to come. Which of you im such a case 
would not be moved? Who would not think a great 
injury and wrong done unto him? Wherefore, most 
seacly beloved in Christ, take ye good heed, lest ye, 
withdrawing yourselves from this holy Supper, pro- 
voke God’s indignation against you. It 1s an easy 
matter for a man to say, I will not communicate, 
because I am otherwise fg with worldly busi- 
ness. But such excuses are not so easily accepted 
and allowed before God. If any man say, 1 ama 
grievous sinner, and therefore am afraid to come: 
wherefore then do ye not repent and amend? When 
God calleth you, are ye not ashamed to say ye will 
not come? When ye should return to God, will ye 
excuse yourselves, and say ye are not ready ? Con- 
sider earnestly with yourselves how little such 
feigned excuses will avail before God. Those who 
refused, the feast in the Gospel, because they had 
bought a farm, or would try their yokes of oxen, or 
because they were married, were not so excused, but 
counted unworthy of the heavenly feast. Wherefore, 
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according to mine office, I bid you in the Name of 
God, I call you in Christ’s behalf, I exhort you, as ye 
love your own salvation, that ye will be partakers 
of this holy Communion. nt as the Son of God. 
did vouchsafe to yield up his soul by death upon the 
Cross for your salvation; so it is your duty to re- 
ceive the Caihiiraision in remembrance of the sacri- 
fice of his death, as he himself hath commanded: 
which if ye shall neglect to do, consider with your- 
selves how great is your ingratitude to God, and 
how sore punishment hangeth over your heads for 
the same; when ye wilfully abstain from the Lord’s 
Table, and separate from your brethren, who come 
to feed on the banquet of that most heavenly food. 
These things if ye earnestly consider, ye will by 
God’s grace return to a better mind: for the obtain- 
ing whereof we shall not/cease to make our humble 
petitions unto Almighty God, our heavenly Father.

with the Children, must be ready at the Font, either immediately after 
the last Lesson at Morning TONG. or else immediately after the last 
Lesson at Evening Prayer, as the Minister by his discretion shall 
ex point, And the Minister coming to the Font, (which is then to be 
Jilled with pure Water,) and standing there, shall say,

{ If they answer, No: then shall the Minister proceed as followeth, the 
People all standing until the Lord's Prayer.

I desire my Lord God, our heavenly 
Father, who is the giver of all goodness, to send 
his grace unto me, and to all people; that we may 
worship him, serve him, and obey him, as we ought 
to do. And I pray unto God, that he will send us 
all things that are needful both for our souls and 
bodies; and that he will be merciful unto us, and 
forgive us our sins; and that it will please him to 
save and defend us in all dangers both of soul and 
body; and that he will keep us from all sin and 
wickedness, and from our spiritual enemy, and from 
everlasting death. And this I trust he will do of 
his mercy and goodness, through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. And therefore I say, Amen, So be it. 


Question. 
HSY many Sacraments hath Christ ordained in 
his Church ? 

Answer. 'Two only, as generally necessary to sal- 
vation; that is to say, Baptism, and the Supper of 
the Lord. 

Question. What meanestthou by this word Sacra- 
ment 

Answer. I mean an outward and visible sign of an 
inward and spiritual grace given unto us; ordained 
by Christ himself, as a means whereby we receive 
the same, and a pledge to assure us thereof. 

Question. How many parts are there in a Sacra- 
ment ? 

_ Answer. Two; the outward visible sign, and the 
inward spiritual grace. 
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Question. What isthe outward visible sign or form 
in Baptism ? 

Answer. Water; wherein the person is baptized, 
In the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost. 

Question. Whatis the inward and spiritual grace ? 

Answer. A death unto sin, and a new birth ants 
righteousness: for being by nature born in sin, and 
the children of wrath, we are hereby made the chil- 
dren of grace. 

Question. What is required of persons to be bap- 
tized P 

Answer, Repentance, whereby they forsake sin ; 
and Faith, whereby they stedfastly believe the pro- 
mises of God made to them in that Sacrament. 

Question. Why then are Infants baptized, when 
b ene of their tender age they cannot perform 
them! 

Answer. Because they promise them both by their 
Sureties ; which promise, when they come to age, 
themselves are bound to perform. 

Question. Why was the Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper ordained P 

Answer. For the continual remembrance of the 
sacrifice of the death of Christ, and of the benefits 
which we receive thereby. 

Question. What is the outward part or sign of the 
Lord’s Supper P 

Answer. Bread and Wine, which the Lord hath 
commanded to be received. ‘ , 

Question. What is the inward part, or thing sig- 
nified P : 

Answer. The Body and Blood of Christ, which are, 
spiritually taken and received by the faithful in the 
Lord’s Supper. 

Question. What are the benefits whereof we are 
partakers thereby P 
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Answer. The strengthening and refreshing of our 
souls by the Body and Blood of Christ, as our bodies 
are by the Bread and Wine. 

Question. Whatis required of those who come to 
the Lord’s Supper P 

Answer. To examine themselves, whether they 
repent them truly of their former sins, stedfastly 
purposing to lead a new life; have a lively faith in 
God’s mercy through Christ, with athankfulremem- 
brance of his death ; and be in charity with all men. 


{ The Minister of every Parish shall diligently, upon Sundays and Holy- 
days, or on some other convenient occasions, openly in the Church, 
instruct or enamine so many Children of his Parish, sent unto him, as 
he shall think convenient, in some part of this Catechism. 


{| And all Fathers, Mothers, Masters, and Mistresses, shall cause their 
Children, Servants, and Apprentices, who have not learned their 
Catechism, to come to the Church at the time appointed, and obediently 
to hear and to be ordered by the Minister, until such time as they have 
learned all that is here appointed sor them to learn. 


{ So soon as Children are come to a competent age, and can say the 
Creed, the Lord’s Prayer, and the Ten Commandments, and can answer 
i ae aie questions of this short Catechism, they shall be brought to 
the Bishop. 


q And whensoever the Bishop shall give knowledge for Children to be 
brought unto him for their Confirmation, the Minister of every Parish 
shall either bring, or send in writing, with his hand subscribed there- 
unto, the Names of all such Persons within his Parish, as he shall think 
Sit to be presented to the Bishop to be confirmed,

{ Upon the day appointed, all that are to be then confirmed, being placed 
and standing in order before the Bishop, sitting in his chair near to 
the Holy Table, he, or some other Minister appointed by him, may read 
this Preface following ; the People standing until the Lord’s Prayer. 


To the end that Confirmation may be ministered 
to the more edifying of such as shall receive it, 
the Church hath thought good to order, That none 
shall be confirmed, but such as can say the Creed, 
the Lord’s Prayer, and the Ten Commandments ; 
and can also answer to such other Questions, as in 
the short Catechism are contained: which order is 
very convenient to be observed; to the end that 
children, beng now come to the years of discretion, 
and having learned what their Godfathers and God- 
mothers promised for them in Baptism, may them- 
selves, with their own mouth and consent, openly 
before the Church, ratify and confirm the same; and 
also promise, that, by the grace of God, they will 
evermore endeavour themselves faithfully to observe 
such things, as they, by their own confession, have 
assented unto.

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q Then the Bishop, or some Minister appointed by him, may say,

W HEN the apostles which were at Jerusalem 
heard that Samaria had received the word of 
God, they sent unto them Peter and John: who, 
when they were come down, prayed for them, that 
they might receive the Holy Ghost: (for as yet he 
was fallen upon none of them: only they were bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord Jesus.) Then laid 
they their hands on them, and they received the 
Holy Ghost. :

Churches, or by Licence, being different in the several States, every 
Minister is left to the direction of those laws, in every thing that re- 
gards the civil contract between the parties. 


q And when the Banns are published, it shall be in the following form : 
I publish the Banns of Marriage between M, of ——, and N. of ——. 
If any of you know cause, or just impediment, why these two per- 
sons should not be joined together in holy a nmrORy aye are to 
declare it. This is the first [second or third] time of asking. 


q At the day and time appointed) for Solemnization of Matrimony, the 
Persons to be married shall come into the body of the Church, or shall 
be ready in some proper. house, with their friends and neighbours ; and 
there standing together, the Man on the right hand, and the Woman 
on the left, the Minister shall say, 


EARLY beloved, we are gathered together here 
in the sight of God, and in the face of this com- 
poy to join together this Man and this Woman in 
oly Matrimony; which is an honourable estate, in- 
stituted of God in the time of man’s innocency, sig- 
nifying unto us the mystical union that is betwixt 
Christ and his Church: which holy estate Christ 
adorned and beautified with his presence and first 
miracle that he wrought in Cana of Galilee, and is 
commended of Saint Paul to be honourable among 
all men: and therefore is not by any to be entered 
into unadvisedly or lightly; but reverently, dis- 
creetly, advisedly, sobedl , and in the fear of God. 
Into this holy estate idaosk two persons present 
come now to be jommed. If any man can show just 
cause, why they may not lawfully be joined together, 
let him now speak, or else hereafter for ever hold 
his peace. 
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{ And also speaking unto the Persons who are to be married, ke 
shall say, 


I REQUIRE and charge you both, as ye will answer 
at the dreadful day of judgment when the secrets 
of all hearts shall be disnlasadl that if either of you 
know any impediment, why ye may not be lawfully 
joined together in Matrimony, ye do now confess it. 
For be ye well assured, that if any persons are joined 
together otherwise than as God’s Word doth allow, 
their marriage is not lawful. 
| The Minister, tf he shall have reason to doubt of the lawfulness of the 
proposed Marriage, may demand sufficient surety for his indemnifica- 


tion: but if no impediment shall be alleged, or suspected, the Minister

Wherefore, whatsoever 
your sickness be, know you certainly that itis God’s 
visitation. And for what cause soever this sickness 
be sent unto you; whether it be to try your patience 
for the example of eee and that your faith may 
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be found, in the day of the Lord, laudable, glorious, 
and honourable, to the increase of glory and endless 
felicity; or else it be sent unto you to correct and 
amend in you whatsoever doth offend the eyes of 
your heavenly Father; know you certainly, that if 
you truly repent you of your sins, and bear your 
sickness patiently, trusting in God’s mercy for his 
dear Son Jesus Christ’s sake, and render unto him 
humble thanks for his fatherly visitation, submitting 
yourself wholly unto his will, it shall turn to your 
putts and help you forward in the right way that 
eadeth unto everlasting life. 


q Tf the Person visited be very sick, then the Minister may end his Hx- 
hortation in this place, or else proceed. 
f Mecase: therefore in good part the chastisement of 
the Lord : for (as Saint Paul saith in the twelfth 
Chapter to the Hebrews) whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every son whom he re- 
ceiveth. If ye endure chastening, God dealeth with 
you as with sons; for what son is he whom the fa- 
ther chasteneth not? But if ye be without chastise- 
ment, whereof all are partakers, then are ye bastards, 
and not sons. Furthermore we have had fathers of 
our flesh which corrected us, and we gave them rey- 
erence: shall we not much rather be in subjection 
unto the Father of spirits, and live? For they verily 
for a few days chastened us after their own plea- 
sure; but he for our profit, that we might be par- 
takers of his holiness. These words, good brolier, 
are written im holy Scripture for our comfort and 
instruction; that we should patiently, and with 
thanksgiving, bear our heavenly Father’s correc- 
tion, whensoever, by any manner of adversity, it 
shall please his gracious goodness to visit us, 
there should be no greater comfort to Christian per- 
sons, than to be made like unto Christ, by suffering 
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atiently adversities, troubles, and sicknesses. For 
he himself went not up to joy, but first he suffered 
pain; he entered not into his glory before he was 
crucified. So truly our way to eternal joy is to 
suffer here with Christ; and our door to enter into 
eternal life is gladly to die with Christ; that we - 
may rise again from death, and dwell with him in 
everlasting life. Now therefore, taking your sick- 
ness, which is thus profitable for you, patiently, I 
exhort you, in the Name of God, to remember the 
profession which you made unto God in your Bap- 
tism. And forasmuch as after this life there is an 
account to be given unto the righteous Judge, by 
whom all must be judged, without respect of persons, 
I require you to examine yourself and your estate, 
both toward God and man; so that, accusing and con- 
demning yourself for your own faults, you may find 
mercy at our heavenly Father’s hand for Christ’s 
sake, and not be accused and condemned in that fear- 
ful judgment. Therefore I shall rehearse to you the 
Articles of our Faith; that you may know whether 
you do believe as a Christian man should, or no. 


{ Here the Minister shall rehearse the Articles of the Faith, saying thus. 


tb here thou believe in God the Father Almighty, 
Maker of heaven and earth? 

And in Jesus Christ his only-begotten Son our 
Lord? And that he was conceived by the Holy 
Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary: that he suffered 
under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead, and buried: 
that he went down into hell, and also did rise again 
the third day: that he ascended into heaven, and 
sitteth on the right hand of God the Father Al- 
mighty: and from thence shall come again, at

And dost thou believe in the Holy Ghost: the 
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holy Catholic Church; the Communion of Saints: 
the Remission of sins: the Resurrection of the flesh: 
and everlasting Life after death? 


The sick person shall answer, 


All this I stedfastly believe. 


{ Then shall the Minister examine whether he repent him truly of his sins, 
and be in charity with all the world ; echorting him to forgive, from the 
hottom of his heart, all persons that have offended him; and tf he hath 
offended any other, to ask them forgiveness; and where he hath done 
injury or wrong to any man, that he make amends to the uttermost of 
his power. And if he hath not b ‘edie disposed of his goods, let him then 
be admonished to make his Will, and to declare his Debts, what he 
oweth, and what is owing unto him, for the better discharging of his 
consctence, and the quietness of his Executors. But men should often be 
put in remembrance to take order for the settling of their temporal es- 
tates, whilst they are in health.

 Forasmuch as all mortal men are subject to many sudden perils, dis- 
cases, and sicknesses, and ever uncertain what time they shall depart 
out of this life; therefore, to the intent they may be always in readiness 
to dre, whensoever it shall please Almighty God to call them, the Min- 
isters shall diligently from time to time (but especially in the time of 
pestilence, or other infectious sickness) exhort their parishioners to 
the often receiving of the Holy Communion of the Body and Blood of 
our Saviour Christ, when it shall be publicly administered in the 
Church ; that so doing, they may, in case of sudden visitation, hare the 
less cause to be disquieted for lack of the same. But if the sick person 
be not able to come to the Church, and yet is desirous to receive the 
Communion in his house; then he must gute timely notice to the Minis- 
ter, signifying also how many there are to communicate with him, 
(which shall be two at the least ;) and all things necessary being pre- 
pared, the Minister shall there celebrate the Holy Communion, beginning

with him, or by any other just impediment, do not receive the Sacra- 
ment go Christ's Body and Blood, the Minister shall instruct him, that 
if he do truly repent him of his sins, and stedfastly believe that Jesus 
Christ hath suffered death upon the Cross for him, and shed his Blood 
Sor his redemption, earnestly remembering the benefits he hath thereby, 
and giving him hearty thanks therefor, he doth eat and drink the Body 
and Blood of our Saviour Christ profitably to his soul’s health, although 
he do not receive the Sacrament with his mouth. 


| When the sick person is visited, and receiveth the Holy Communion all 
at one time, then the Minister, for more expedition, shall cut off the 
Sorm of the Visitation at the Psalm, and go straight to the Communion. 


‘| In the times of contagious sickness or disease, when none of the Parish 
or neighbours can be gotten to communicate with the sick im their 
houses, for fear of the infection, upon special request of the diseased, 
the Minister alone may communicate with him.

And when all things shall be 
subdued unto him, then shall the Son also himself 
be subject unto him that put all things under him, 
that God may be ail inall. Else what shall they do 
which are baptized for the dead, if the dead rise not 
at all? why are they then baptized for the dead? 
and why stand we in jeopardy every hour? I pro- 
test by your rejoicing which I have in Christ Jesus 
our Lord, I die daily. If after the manner of men I 
have fought with beasts at Ephesus, what advan- 
tageth it me, if the dead rise not? let us eat and 
drink; for to morrow we die. Benotdeceived: evil 


-communications corrupt good manners. Awake to 


righteousness, and sin not; for some have not the 
knowledge of God: I speak this to your shame. 
But some man will say, How are the dead raised 
up? and with what body do they come? Thou fool, 
that which thou sowest is not quickened, except it 
die: and that which thou sowest, thou sowest not 
that body that shall be, but bare grain, it may chance 
of wheat, or of some other-grain: but God giveth 
it a body as it hath pleased him, and to every seed 
his own body. All flesh is not the same flesh : but 
there is one kind of flesh of men, another flesh of 
beasts, another of fishes, and another of birds. There 
are also celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial: but 
the glory of the celestial is one, and the glory of the 
terrestrial is another. There is one glory of the 
sun, and another glory of the moon, and another 
glory of the stars: for one star differeth from an- 
other star in glory. So also is the resurrection of 
the dead. It is sown in corruption ; it is raised in 
incorruption: it is sown in dishonour; it is raised 
in glory: it is sown in weakness; it is raised in 
power: it is sown a natural body; it is raised a 
spiritual body. There is a natural body, and there 
is a spiritual body. And so it is written, The first 
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man Adam was made a living soul; the last Adam 
was made a quickening spirit. Howbeit that was 
not first which is spiritual, but that which is natu- 
ral; and afterward that whichis spiritual. The first 
man is of the earth, earthy: the second man is the 
Lord from heaven. As is the earthy, such are the 

also that are earthy: and as is the heavenly, suc 

are they also that are heavenly. And as we have 
borne the image of the earthy, we shall also bear the 
image of the heavenly. Now this I say, brethren, 
that flesh and blood cannot inherit the kingdom of 
God; neither doth corruption inherit incorruption. 
Behold, I shew you a mystery; We shall not all 
sleep, but we shall all be changed, in a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump: for the 
trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall be raised 
incorruptible, and we shall be changed. For this 
corruptible must put on incorruption, and this mor- 
tal must put on immortality. So when this corrup- 
tible shall have put on incorruption, and this mortal 
shall have put on immortality, then shall be brought 
to pass the saying that is written, Death is swal- 
lowed up in victory. O: death, where is thy sting P 
O grave, where is thy victory? The sting of death 
is sin; and the strength of sin is the law. But 
thanks be to God, which giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.

Wherefore we come to youin the bowels of compassion; and, being 
desirous that you should avoid presumption on the one hand, and 
despair on the other, shall plainly lay before you the wretchedness 
of your condition, and declare how far you ought to depend on the 
mercies of God and the merits of our Saviour. Consider then seriously 
with yourself, in all appearance the time of your dissolution draweth 
near; your sins haye laid fast, hold upon you; you are soon to be re- 
moved from among men by a violent death ; and you shall fade away 
suddenly like the grass, which in the morning is green and groweth 
up, but in the evening is cut down, dried up, and withered. After 
you have thus finished the course of a sinful and miserable life, you 
shali appear before the Judge of all flesh; who, as he pronounces 
blessings on the righteous, shall likewise say, with a terrible voice of 
most just judgment, to the wicked, Go, ye accursed, into the fire ever- 
lasting, prepared for the devil and his angels. 

Your sins have brought you too near this dreadful sentence: it is 
therefore your part and duty, my brother, humbly to confess and be- 
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wail your great and manifold offences, and to repent you truly of your 
sins) as you tender the eternal salvation of your soul. 

Be not deceived with a vain and presumptuous expectation of God’s 
favour, nor say within yourself, Peace, peace, where there is no peace ; 
for there is no peace, saith my God, to the wicked. God is not 
mocked; he is of purer eyes than to behold iniquity; and without 
holiness no man shall see the Lord. On the other hand, despair not 
of God’s mercy, though trouble is on every side; for God shutteth 
not up his mercies for ever in displeasure; but if we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness. Do not either way abuse the goodness of God, 
who calleth us mercifully to amendment, and of his endless pity 
promiseth us forgiveness of that which is past, if with a perfect and 
a true heart we return unto him. 

Since therefore you are soon to pass into an endless and unchange- 

‘able state, and your future happiness or misery depends upon the few 
moments which are left you, I require you strictly to examine your- 
self, and your estate both towards God and towards man; and let no 
worldly consideration hinder you: from making a true and full con- 
fession of your sins, and giving all the satisfaction which is in your 
power to every one whom you have wronged or injured; that you 
may find mercy at your heavenly Father's hand, for Christ’s sake, and 
not be condemned in the dreadful day of judgment. 

Lastly, beloved, submit yourself with Christian resignation to the 
just judgment of God, which your own crimes have brought upon 
you, and be in charity with all men; being ready sincerely to forgive 
all such as haye offended you, not excepting those who have prose- 
cuted you even unto death: and, though this may seem a hard say- 
ing, yet know assuredly, that without it your charity is not yet per- 
fect. And fail not earnestly to endeavour and pray for this blessed 
temper and composure of mind. So may you cast yourself with an 
entire dependence upon the mercies of God, through the merits of 
our Saviour and Redeemer Jesus Christ.

21 Let thy merciful kindness, O Lorp, be upon 
us : like as we do put our trust in thee, 
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PSALM 34. Benedicam Dominum. 


] WILL alway give thanks unto the Lorn : his 
praise shall ever be in my mouth. 
2 My soulshall make her boast in the Lorn : the 
humble shall hear thereof, and be glad. 
3 O praise the Lorp with me:and letus magnify 
his Name together, 
4 I sought the Lorn, and he heard me : yea, he 
delivered me out of all my fear. 
5 They had an eye unto him, and were lightened : 
and their faces were not ashamed. 
6 Lo, the poor crieth, and the Lorp heareth him: 
yea, and saveth him out of all his troubles. 
7 The angel of the Lorp tarrieth round about 
them that fear him : and delivereth them. 
8 O taste, and see, how gracious the Lorp is: 
blessed is the man that trusteth in him.

10 The lions do lack, and suffer hunger : but they 
who seek the Lorp shall want no manner of thing 
that is good. 
11 Come, ye children, and hearken unto me : I 
will teach you the fear of the Lorp. 
12 What man is he that lusteth to live’: and 
would fain see good days ? 
13 Keep thy tongue from evil: and thy lips, that 
they speak no guile. | 
. 14 Eechow evil, and do good : seek peace, and en- 
sue it. 
15, The eyes of the Lorp are over the righteous : 
and his ears are open unto their prayers. 
16. The countenance of the Lorp is against them 
that do evil : to root out the remembrance of them 
from the earth. 
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17 The righteous cry, and the Lorp hearetb 
them : and delivereth them out of all their troubles. 
18 The Lorp is nigh unto them that are of a con- 
trite heart : and will save such as be of an humble 
spirit. iy 
19 Great are the troubles of the righteous : but 
the Lorp delivereth him out of all. 

20 He keepeth all his bones: so that not one of 
them is broken. 

21 But misfortune shall slay the ungodly : and 
they that hate the righteous shall be desolate. 

22 The Lorp delivereth the souls of his servants : 
and all they that put their trust in him shall not be 
destitute.

10 All my bones shall say, Lorp, whois like unto 
thee, who deliverest the poor from him that is too 
strong for him : yea, the poor, and him that is in 
misery, from him that spoileth him ? 

11 False witnesses did rise up: they laid to my 
charge things that I knew not. 

12 They rewarded me evil for good : to the great 
discomfort of my soul. 

13 Nevertheless, when they were sick, I put on 
sackcloth, and humbled my soul with fasting : and 
my prayer shall turn into mine own bosom. 

14 I behaved myself as though it had been my 
friend or my brother : I went heavily, as one that 
mourneth for his mother. 

15 But in mine adversity they rejoiced, and 
gathered themselves together : yea, the very abjects 
came together against me unawares, making mouths 
at me, and ceased not. 

16 With the flatterers were busy mockers : who 
gnashed upon me with their teeth. 

17 Lord, how long wilt thou look upon this : 
O deliver my soul from the calamities which they 
bring on me, and my darling from the lions. 

18 So will I give thee thanks in the great congre- 
gation : I will praise thee among much people. 

19 O letnot them that are mine enemies triumph 
over me ungodly: neither let them wink with their 
eyes, that hate me without a cause. 

20 And why? their communing is not for peace: 
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put they imagine deceitful words against them that 
are quiet in the land. 

21 They gaped upon me with their mouths, and 
said: Fie on ee ! fie on thee! we saw it with our 


eyes. 
759 This thou hast seen, O Lorp : hold not thy 
tongue then, go not far from me, O Lord. 
23 Awake, and stand up to judge my quarrel : 
avenge thou my cause, my God and my Lord. 
24 Judge me,.O Lorp my God, according to 
thy righteousness : and let them not triumph over 


me. 

25 Let them not say in their hearts, There! 
there! so would we have it: neither let them say, 
We have devoured him.

6 Thy righteousness standeth like the strong 
mountains : thy judgments are like the great deep. 

7 Thou, Lorp, shalt save both man and. beast; 
how excellent is thy mercy, O God : and the chil- 
dren of men shall put their trust under the shadow 
of thy wings. 

8 'They shall be satisfied with the plenteousness 
of thy house :and thou shalt give them drink of thy 
pleasures, as out of the river. 

9 For with thee is the well of life : and in thy 
light shall we see light. 

10 O continue forth thy loving-kindness unto 
them that know thee : and thy righteousness unto 
them that are true of heart. 

‘11 O let not the foot of pride come against me : 
and let not the hand of the ungodly cast me down. 

12 There are they fallen, all that work wicked- 
ness : they are cast down, and shall not be able to 
stand.

3 Put thou thy trust in the Lorn, and be doing 
good : dwell in the land, and verily thou shalt be 
edjivoe ay 
4, Delight thou im the Lorp : and he shall give 
thee thy heart’s desire. 
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5 Commit thy way unto the Lorp, and put thy 
trust in him : and he shall bring it to pass. 

6 He shall make thy righteousness as clear as the 
light : and thy just dealing as the noon-day.

13 The Lord shall laugh him to scorn ; for he 
hath seen that his day is coming. 

14 The ungodly have drawn out the sword, and 
have bent their bow : to cast down the poor and 
needy, and to slay such as are of a right conversa- 
tion. 

15 Their sword shall go through their own heart: 
and their bow shall be broken. 

16 A small thing that the righteous hath: is bet- 
ter than great riches of the ungodly. 

17 For the arms of the ungodly shall be broken : 
and the Lorp upholdeth the nghteous. 

18 The Lorp knoweth the days of the godly : and 
their inheritance shall endure for ever. 

19 They shall not be confounded in the perilous 
time : and in the days of dearth they shall have 
enough.

21 The ungodly borroweth, and payeth not again: 
but the righteous is merciful and liberal.

23 The Lorp ordereth a good man’s going : and 
maketh his way acceptable to himself. 

24 Though he fall, he shall not be cast away : for 
the Lorp upholdeth him with his hand. 

25 I have been young, and now am old : and yet 
saw I never the righteous forsaken, nor his seed 
begging their bread. 

36 The righteous is éver merciful, and lendeth: 
and his seed is blessed. | 

27 Flee from evil, and do the thing that is good: 
and dwell for evermore. 

28 For the Lorp loveth the thing that is right : 
he forsaketh not his that be godly, but they are pre-" 
served for ever. 

29 The unrighteous shall be punished : as for the 
seed of the ungodly, it shall be rooted out. 

30 The righteous shall inherit the land : and dwell 
therein for ever. 

31 The mouth of the righteous is exercised in 
wisdom: and his tongue will be talking of judg- 
ment. ; 

32 The law of his God is in his heart: and his 
goings shall not slide. 

33 The ungodly seeth the righteous: and seeketh 
occasion to slay him. 

‘34 The Lorp will not leave him in his hand : nor 
condemn him when he is judged. 

35 Hope thou in the Lorp, and keep his way, and 
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he shall promote thee, that thou shalt possess the 
Jand : when the ungodly shall perish, thou shalt 
see it. 

36 I myself have seen the ungodly in great 
power’: and flourishing like a green bay-tree. 

37 I went by, and lo, he was gone: I sought him, 
but his place could no where be found. 

38 Keep innocency, and take heed unto the thing 
that is right : for that shall bring a man peace at the 
last. 

39 As for the transgressors, they shall perish to- 
gether: and theend of the ungodly is, they shall be 
rooted out at the last. 

40 But the salvation of the righteous cometh of 
the Lorp : who is also their strength in the time 
of trouble. 

41 And the Lorp shall stand by them, and save 
them : he shall deliver them from the ungodly, and 
shall save them, because they put their trust in him.

14 I became even as a man that heareth not : and 
in whose mouth are no reproofs. 

15 For im thee, O Lorp, have I put my trust : 

. thou shalt answer for me, O Lord my God. 

16 I have required that they, even mine enemies, 
should not triumph over me : for when my foot 
slipt, they rejoiced greatly against me. 

17 And I truly am set in the plague : and my 
heaviness is ever in my sight. 

18 For I will confess my wickedness : and be 
sorry for my sin. 

But mine enemies live, and are mighty : and 
they that hate me wrongfully are many in number. 

20 They also that reward evil for good are 
against me : because I follow the thing that good is. 

21 Forsake me not, O Lorp my God: be not thou 
far from me.

10 I became dumb, and opened not my mouth :

11 Take thy plague away from me : I'am even 
consumed by the means of thy heavy hand. 

12 When thou with rebukes dost:chasten man for 
sin, thou makest his beauty to consume away, like 
as it were a moth fretting a garment : every man 
therefore is but vanity. 

13 Hear my prayer, O Lorn, and with thine 
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ears consider my calling : hold not thy peace at 
my tears; 

14 For I am a stranger with thee, and a so- 
journer : as all my fathers were. 

15 O spare me a little, that I may recover my 
strength : before I go hence, and be no more seen.

I WAITED patiently for the Lorp: and he inclined 
unto me, and heard my calling.

9 Hath God forgotten to be gracious : and will he 
shut up his loving-kindness in displeasure P 

10 And I said, It is mine own infirmity: but I 
will remember the years of the right hand of the 
Most Highest. 

11 I will remember the works of the Lorp : and 
call to mind thy wonders of old time. 
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12 I will think also of all thy works : and my 
talking shall be of thy doings. 

13 Thy way, O God, is holy : who is so great a 
God as our God? 

14 Thou art the God that doest wonders : and 
hast declared thy power among the people. 

15 Thou hast mightily delivered thy people : 
even the sons of Jacob and Joseph. 

16 The waters saw thee, O God, the waters saw 
thee, and were afraid : the depths also were troubled. 

17 The clouds poured out water, the air thun- 
dered : and thine arrows went abroad. 

18 The voice of thy thunder was heard round 
about : the lightnings shone upon the ground; the 
earth was moved, and shook withal. ; 

19 Thy way is in the sea, and thy paths in the 
great waters : and thy footsteps are not known. 

20 Thou leddest thy people like sheep : by the 
hand of Moses and Aaron.

9 And not to be as their forefathers, a faithless 
and stubborn generation : a generation that set not 
their heart aright, and whose spirit cleaveth not 
stedfastly unto God; 

10 Like as the children of Ephraim : who being 
harnessed, and carrying bows, turned themselves 
back in the day of battle. 

‘11 They kept not the covenant of God : and 
would not walk in his law; 

12 But forgat what he had done : and the won- 
derful works that he had showed for them. \ 

13 Marvellous things did he in the sight of our 
forefathers, in the land of Egypt : even in the field 
of Zoan. 

14 He divided the sea, and let them go through : 
he made the waters to stand on an heap. 

15 In the day-time also he led them with a cloud : 
and all the night through with a light of fire. 

16 He clave the hard rocks in the wilderness : 
and gave them drink thereof, as it had been out of 
the great depth. 

17 He brought waters out of the stony rock : so 
that it gushed out like the rivers. 

18 Yet for all this they sinned more against him : 
and provoked the Most Highest in the wilderness. 

19 They tempted God in their hearts : and re- 
quired meat for their lust. 

20 They spake against God also, saying : Shall 
God prepare a table in the wilderness? 

21 He smote the stony rock indeed, that the 
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water gushed out, and the streams flowed withal : 
but can he give bread also, or provide flesh for his 
Se ee 

22, When the Lorp heard this, he was wroth : so 
the fire was kindled in Jacob, and there came up 
heavy displeasure against Israel; 

23 Because they believed not in God: and put 
not their trust in his help. 

24 So he commanded the clouds above : and 
opened. the doors of heaven. 

25 He rained down manna also upon them for to 
eat : and gave them food from heaven. 

26 So man did eat angels’ food : for he sent them 
meat enough. 

27 He caused the east-wind to blow under 
heaven : and through his power he brought in the 
southwest-wind. 

28 He rained flesh upon them as thick as dust : 
and feathered fowls like as the sand of the sea. 

29 He let it fall among their tents : even round 
about their habitation. 

30 So they did eat, and were well filled; for he 
gave them their own desire : they were not disap- 
pointed of their lust. 

31 But while the meat was yet in their mouths, 
the heavy wrath of God came upon them, and slew 
the wealthiest of them : yea, and smote down the 
chosen men that were in Israel. 

32 But for all this they sinned yet more: and be- 
lieved not his wondrous works. 

33 Therefore their days did he consume in van- 
ity : and their years in trouble. 

34 When he slew them, they sought him : and 
turned them early, and inquired after God. 

35 And they remembered that God was their 
strength : and that the High God was their re- 
deemer. 


16 
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36 Nevertheless, they did but flatter him with 
their mouth : and dissembled with him im their 
tongue. 

37 For their heart was not whole with him : 
neither continued they stedfast in his covenant. 

38 But he was so merciful, that he forgave their 
misdeeds : and destroyed them not. 

39 Yea, many a time turned he his wrath away : 
and would not suffer his whole displeasure to arise. 

40 For he considered that they were but flesh : 
and that they were even a wind that passeth away, 
and cometh not again. 

41 Many a time did they provoke him in the wil- 
derness : and grieved him in the desert. 

42 They turned back, and tempted God : and 
moved the Holy One in Israel, 

43 They thought not of his hand : and of the day 
when he delivered them from the hand of the 
enemy ; 

44 How he had wrought his miracles in Hgypt : 
and his wonders in the field of Zoan. 

45 He tumed their waters into blood : so that 
they might not drink of the rivers. 

46 He sent lice among them, and devoured them 
up : and frogs to destroy them. 

47 He gave their fruit unto the caterpillar : and 
their labour unto the grasshopper. 

48 He destroyed their vines with hailstones : and 
their mulberry-trees with the frost. 

49 He smote their cattle also with hailstones : 
and, their flocks with hot thunderbolts. 

50 He cast upon them the furiousness of his 
wrath, anger, displeasure, and trouble : and sent evil 
angels among them. : 

51 He robde a way to his indignation, and spare 
not their soul from death : but gave their life over 
to the pestilence; 
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52 And smote all the firstborn in Hgypt : the 
eee principal and mightiest in the dwellings of 
am. 

53 But as for his own people, he led them forth 
Bie sheep : and carried them in the wilderness like 
a, flock. 

54 He brought them out safely, that they should 
notfear: and overwhelmed their enemies with the sea. 

55 And brought them within the borders of his 
sanctuary : even to his mountain, which he pur- 
chased with his right hand. 

56 He cast out the heathen also before them : 
caused their land to be divided among them for an 
heritage, and made the tribes of Israel to dwell in 
their tents. 

57 Sothey tempted and displeased the Most High 
God : and kept not his testimonies; 

58 But turned their backs, and fell away like 
their forefathers : starting aside like a broken bow. 

59 For they grieved him with their hill-altars : 
and provoked him to displeasure with their images. 

60 When God heard this, he was wroth : and 
took sore displeasure at Israel; 

61 So that he forsook the tabernacle im Silo’: 
even the tent that he had pitched: among men. 

62 He delivered their power into captivity : and 
their beauty into the enemy’s hand. 

63 He gave his people over also unto the sword : 
and. was wroth with his: mheritance. 

64 The fire consumed their young men : and 
their maidens were not given to marriage. 

65, Their priests were slain with the sword : and 
there were no widows to make lamentation. 

66 So the Lord awaked as one out of sleep : and 
like a giant refreshed with wine. | 

67 He smote his enemies in the hinder parts : 
and put them to a perpetual shame. 
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68 He refused the tabernacle of Joseph : and 
chose not the tribe of Ephraim; 

69 But chose the tribe of Judah : even the hill of 
Sion which he loved. 

70 And there he built his temple on high : and 
laid the foundation of it like the ground which he 
hath made continually. 

71-He chose David also his servant : and took 
him away from the sheep-folds : 

72 As he was following the ewes great with 
oung ones he took him : that he might feed Jacob 
is people, and Israel his inheritance. 

73 So he fed them with a faithful and true heart : 

and ruled them prudently with all his power.

35 He smote all the firstborn in their land : even 
the chief of all their strength.

37 Egypt was glad at their departing : for they 
were afraid of them. 

38 He spread out a cloud to be a covering : and 
fire to give light in the night season. 

39 At their desire he brought quails: and he filled 
them with the bread of heaven.

41 For why? he remembered his holy promise :

THE PREFACE. 


is evident unto all men, diligently reading Holy Scripture and an- 
cient Authors, that from the| Apostles’ time there have been these 
Orders of Ministers in Christ’s Church,—Bishops, Priests, and Deacons. 
Which Offices were evermore had in such reverend estimation, that no 
man might presume to execute any of them, except he were first called, 
tried, examined, and known to have such qualities as ave requisite for the 
same; and also by public Prayer, with Imposition of Hands, were ap- 
proved and admitted thereunto by lawful Authority. And therefore, to 
the intent that these Orders may be continued, and reverently used and 
esteemed in this Church, no man shall be accounted or taken to bea lawful 
Bishop, Priest, or Deacon, in this Church, or suffered to execute any of 
the said Functions, except he be called, tried, examined, and admitted 
thereunto, according to the Form hereafter following, or hath had Epis- 
copal Consecration or Ordination. 


And none shall be admitted a Deacon, Priest, or Bishop, except he be 
of the age which the Canon in that case provided may require. 


And the Bishop, knowing either by himself, or by sufficient testimony, 
any Persontobeamanof virtuous conversation, and without crime ; and, 
after examination and trial, finding him sufficiently instructed in 
the Holy Scripture, and otherwise learned as the Canons require, may, 
at the times appointed, or else, on urgent occasion, upon some other day, 
in the face of the Church, admit him a Deacon, in such manner and 
form as followeth. 
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When the day appointed by the Bishop is come, after Morning Prayer is 
ended, there shall be a Sermon, or Exhortation, declaring the Duty and Office 
of such as come to be admitted Deacons; how necessary that Order is inthe 
Church of Christ, and also, how the People ought to esteem them in their Office. 


{ A Priest shall present unto the Bishop, sitting in his chair near to the Holy 
Table, such as desire to be ordained Deacons, each of them being decently 
habited, saying these words,

you, ye will apply yourselves wholly to this one thing, and draw all 
your cares and studies this way; and that ye will continually pray to 
God the Father, by the mediation of our only Saviour Jesus Christ, 
for the heavenly assistance of the Holy Ghost; that, by daily reading 
and weighing the Scriptures, ye may wax riper and stronger in your 
Ministry; and that ye may so endeavour yourselves, from time to 
time, to sanctify the lives of you and yours, and to fashion them 
after the Rule and Doctrine of Christ, that ye may be wholesome and 
godly examples and patterns for the people to follow.

O LORD my God, Iam not worthy that thou shouldest come under 
my roof; yet thou hast honoured thy servant with appointing 
him to stand in thy House, and to serve at thy holy Altar. To thee 
and to thy service I devote myself, soul, body, and spirit, with all 
their powers and faculties. Fill my memory with the words of thy 
Law ; enlighten my understanding with the illumination of the Holy 
Ghost ; and may all the wishes and desires of my will centre in what 
thou hast commanded. And, to make meinstrumental in promoting 
the salvation of the people now committed to my charge, grant that 
I may faithfully administer thy holy Sacraments, and by my life and 
doctrine set forth thy true and lively Word. Be ever with me inthe 
performance of all the duties of my ministry: in prayer, to quicken 
my devotion ; in praises, to heighten my love and gratitude; and in 
preaching, to give a readiness of thought and expression suitable to 
the clearness and excellency of thy holy Word. Grant this for the 
sake of Jesus Christ thy Son our Saviour.

The Lord be with you, 
Answer. And with thy spirit. 


Let us pray. 


ALMIGHTY God, who hast built thy Church upon the founda- 

tion of the Apostles and Prophets, Jesus Christ himself being the 
chief corner-stone; Grant that, by the operation of the Holy Ghost, 
all Christians may be so joined together in unity of spirit, and in the 
bond of peace, that they may be an holy temple acceptable unto thee. 
And especially to this Congregation present, give the abundance of 
thy grace ; that with one heart they may desire the prosperity of thy 
holy Apostolic Church, and with one mouth may profess the faith 
once delivered to the Saints. Defend them from the sins of heresy 
and schism; let not the foot of pride come nigh to hurt them, nor 
the hand of the ungodly to cast them down. And grant that the 
course of this world may be so peaceably ordered by thy governance, 
that thy Church may joyfully serve thee in all godly quietness ; that 
so they may walk in the ways of truth and peace, and at last be num- 
bered with thy saints in glory everlasting; through thy merits, O 
blessed Jesus, thou gracious Bishop and Shepherd of our souls, who 
art with the Father and the Holy Ghost one God, world without end.

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ArTicLE I. Of Faith in the Holy Trinity. 
pare is but one living and true God, everlasting, without body, 
parts, or passions ; of infinite power, wisdom, and goodness; the 
Maker, and Preserver of all things both visible and invisible. Andin 
unity of this Godhead there be three Persons, of one substance, power, 
and eternity; the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost. 


Art. II. Of the Word or Son of God, which was made very Man. 
HE Son, which is the Word of the Father, begotten from everlast- 
ing of the Father, the very and eternal God, and of one substance 
with the Father, took Man’s nature in the womb of the blessed Vir- 
gin, of hersubstance: so that twe whole and perfect Natures, that is 
to say, the Godhead and Manhood, were joined together in one Per- 
son, never to be divided, whereof is one Christ, very God, and very 
Man; who truly suffered, was crucified, dead, and buried, to reconcile 
his Father to us, and to be a sacrifice, not only for original guilt, but 
also for actual sins of men. . 


Art. III. Of the going down of Christ into Hell. 
AS Christ died for us, and was buried; so also is it to be believed, 
that he went down into Hell. 
Art. IV. Of the Resurrection of Christ. 


Rik ees did truly rise again from death, and took again his body, 
with flesh, bones, and all things appertaining to the perfection of 
Man’s nature; wherewith he ascended into Heaven, and there sitteth, 
until he return to judge all Men at the last day. 


Arr. V. Of the Holy Ghost.” 


hie Holy Ghost, proceeding from the Father and the Son, is of one 
substance, majesty, and glory, with the Father and the Son, very 
and eternal God. 


Art. VI. Of the Sufficiency of the Holy Scriptures for Salvation. 


HOLE Scripture containeth all things necessary to salvation: so 
that whatsoever is not read therein, nor may be proved thereby, 
is not to be required of any man, that it should be bélieved as an 


vor 
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article of the Faith, or be thought requisite or necessary to salvation. 
In the name of the Holy Scripture we do understand those canonical 
Books of the Old and New Testament, of whose authority was never 
any doubt in the Church.

All the Books of the New Testament, as they are commonly re- 
ceived, we do receive, and account them Canonical. 


Art. VII. Of the old Testament. 


pee Old Testament is not contrary to the New: for both in the 

Old and New Testament everlasting life is offered to Mankind by 
Christ, who is the only Mediator between God and Man, being both 
God and Man. Wherefore they are not to be heard, which feign 
that the old Fathers did look only for transitory promises. Although 
the Law given from God by Moses, as touching Ceremonies and 
Rites, do not bind Christian men, nor the Civil precepts thereof ought 
of necessity to be received in any commonwealth; yet notwithstand- 
ing, no Christian man whatsoever is free from the obedience of the 
Commandments which are called Moral. 
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Art. VIII. Of the Creeds. 


iy Ree Nicene Creed, and that which is commonly called the Apostles’ 
Creed, ought thoroughly to be received and ‘believed: for they 
may be proved by most certain warrants of Holy Scripture. 


Art. IX. Of Original or Birth-Sin. 
RIGINAL sin standeth not in the following of Adam, (as the Pe- 
lagians do vainly talk;) but it is the fault and corruption of the 
Nature of every man, that naturally is engendered of the offspring of 
Adam ; whereby man is very far gone from original righteousness, 
and is of his own nature inclined to evil, so that the flesh lusteth 
always contrary to the Spirit; and therefore in every person born 
into this world, it deserveth God’s wrath and damnation. And this 
infection of nature doth remain, yea in them that are regenerated ; 
whereby the lust of the flesh, called in Greek, dpdvnua vapKos, (which 
some do expound the wisdom, some sensuality, some the affection, 
some the desire, of the flesh,) is not subject tothe Law of God. And 
although there is no condemnation for them that believe and are 
baptized; yet the Apostle doth confess, that concupiscence and lust 
hath of itself the nature of sin. | 


Art. X. Of Free-Will. 
HE condition of Man after the fall of Adam is such, that he cannot 
+ turn and prepare himself, by his own natural strength and good 
works, to faith, and calling upon God. Wherefore we have no power 
to do good works pleasant and acceptable to God, without the grace 
of God by Christ preventing us, that we may have a good will, and 
working with us, when we have that good will. 


Arr. XI. Of the Justification of Man. 
We are accounted righteous before God, only for the merit of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ by Faith, and not for our own 
works or deseryings. Wherefore, that we are justified by Faith only, 
is a most wholesome Doctrine, and very full of comfort, as more 
largely is expressed in the Homily of Justification. 


Art. XII. Of Good Works. 
. ALBEIT that Good Works, which are the fruits of Faith, and follow 
after Justification, cannot put away our sins, and endure the 
severity of God’s judgment; yet are they pleasing and acceptable to 
God in Christ, and do spring out necessarily of a true and lively 
Faith; insomuch that by them a lively Faith may be as evidently 
known as a tree discerned by the fruit. 
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ArT, XIII.. Of Works before Justification. 
We RKS done before the grace of Christ, and the Inspiration of his 
Spirit, are not pleasant to God, forasmuch as they spring not of 
faith in Jesus Christ; neither do they make men meet to receive 
grace, or (as the School-authors say) deserve grace of congruity : yea 
rather, for that they are not done as God hath willed and commanded 
them to be done, we doubt not but they have the nature of sin. 


Art. XIV. Of Works of Supererogation. 

OLUNTARY Works besides, over and above, God’s Command- 
ments, which they call Works of Supererogation, cannot be 
taught without arrogancy and impiety: for by them men do declare, 
that they do not only render unto God as much as they are bound 
to do, but that they do more for his sake, than of bounden duty is 
required: whereas Christ saith plainly, When ye have done all that 

are commanded to you, say, We are unprofitable servants. 


Art. XV. Of Christ alone without Sin. 

HRIST in the truth of our nature was made like unto us in all 

things, sin only except, from which he was clearly void, both in 
his flesh, and in his spirit. He came to be the Lamb without spot, 
who, by sacrifice of himself once made, should take away the sins of 
the world; and sin (as Saint John saith) wasnotin him. But all we 
the rest, although baptized, and born again in Christ, yet offend in 
many things; and if we say we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, 
and the truth is not in us. 


Art. XVI. Of Sin after Baptism. 

INGE every deadly sin willingly committed after Baptism is sin 

against the Holy Ghost, and unpardonable. Wherefore the grant 
of repentance is not to be denied to such as fall into sin after Bap- 
tism. After we have received the Holy Ghost, we may depart from 
grace given, and fall into sin, and by the grace of God we may arise 
again, and amend our lives. And therefore they are to be con- 
demned, which say, they can no more sin as long as they live here, 
or deny the place of forgiveness to such as truly repent. 


Arr. XVII. Of Predestination and Election, 
PBEDERMINATION to Life is the everlasting purpose of God, 
whereby (before the foundations of the world were laid) he hath 
constantly decreed by his counsel secret to us, to deliver from curse 
and damnation those whom he hath chosen in Christ out of mankind, 
and to bring them by Christ to everlasting salvation, as vessels made 
to honour. Wherefore, they which be endued with so excellent a 
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benefit of God, be called according to God’s purpose by his Spirit 
working in due season: they through Grace obey the calling: they be 
justified freely: they be made sons of God by adoption : they be 
made like the image of his only-begotten Son Jesus Christ: they walk 
religiously in good works, and at length, by God’s mercy, they attain 
to everlasting felicity. 

As the godly consideration of Predestination, and our Election in 
Christ, is full of sweet, pleasant, and unspeakable comfort to godly 
persons, and such as feel in themselves the working of the Spirit of 
Christ, mortifying the works of the flesh, and their earthly members, 

and drawing up their mind to high and heavenly things, as well 
’ because it doth greatly establish and confirm their faith of eternal 
Salvation to be enjoyed through Christ, as because it doth fervently 
kindle their love towards God: So, for curious and carnal persons, 
lacking the Spirit of Christ, to have continually before their eyes 
the sentence of God’s Predestination, is a most dangerous down- 
fall; whereby the Devil doth thrust them either into desperation, or 
into wretchlessness of most unclean living, no less perilous than 
desperation. 

Furthermore, we must receive God’s promises in such wise, as they 
be generally set forth to us in Holy Scripture: and, in our doings, 
that Will of God is to be followed, which we have expressly declared 
unto us in the Word of God. 


Art. XVIII. Of obtaining eternal Salvation only by the 
Name of Christ. 
HEY also are to be had accursed that presume to say, That every 
man shall be saved by the Law or Sect which he professeth, so- 
that he be diligent to frame his life according to that Law, and the 
light of Nature. For Holy Scripture doth set out unto us only the 
Name of Jesus Christ, whereby men must be saved. 


Art. XIX. Of the Church. 
HE visible Church of Christ is a congregation of faithful men, in 
the which the pure Word of God is preached, and the Sacraments 
be duly ministered according to Christ’s ordinance, in all those things 
that of necessity are requisite to the same. 

As the Church of Jerusalem, Alexandria, and Antioch, have erred; 
so also the Church of Rome hath erred, not only in their living and 

manner of Ceremonies, but also in matters of Faith. 


Art. XX. Of the Authority of the Church. 
iy beeen Church hath power to decree Rites or Ceremonies, and author- 
ity in Controversies of Faith: and yet it is not lawful for the 
Church to ordain any thing that is contrary to God’s Word written, 
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neither may it so expound one place of Scripture, that it be repugnant 
toanother. Wherefore, although the Church bea witness and a keeper 
of Hoiy Writ, yet, as it ought not to decree any thing against the 
same, so besides the same ought it not to enforce any thing to be 
believed for necessity of Salvation. 


Art. XXI. Of the Authority of General Councils.* 


Art. XXII. Of Purgatory. 


Foes Romish Doctrine concerning Purgatory, Pardons, Worship- 

ping and Adoration, as wellof Images as of Relics, and also Invo- 
cation of Saints, is a fond thing, vainly invented, and grounded upon 
no warranty of Scripture, but rather repugnant to the Word of God. 


Arr. XXIII. Of Ministering in the Congregation. 

fle is not lawful for any man to take upon him the office of public 

preaching, or ministering the Sacraments in the Congregation, 
before he be lawfully called, and sent to execute the same. And 
those we ought to judge lawfully called and sent, which be chosen 
and called to this work by men who have public authority given unto 
them in the Congregation, to call and send Ministers into the Lord’s 
vineyard. 


ArvT. XXIV. Of Speaking in the Congregation in such a Tongue 
as the people understandeth. % 
T is athing plainly repugnant tothe Word of God, and the custom 
of the Primitive Church, to have public Prayer in the Church, or 
to minister the Sacraments, in a tongue not understanded of the 
people. 


Art. XXV. Of the Sacraments. 


er aed TS ordained of Christ be not only badges or tokens of 

Christian men’s profession, but rather they be certain sure wit- 
nesses, and effectual signs of grace, and God’s good will towards us, 
by the which he doth work invisibly in us, and doth not only quicken, 
but also strengthen and confirm our Faith in him. 

There are two Sacraments ordained of Christ our Lord in the Gos- 
pel, that is to say, Baptism, and the Supper of the Lord. 

Those five commonly called Sacraments, that is to say, Confirma- 
tion, Penance, Orders, Matrimony, and Extreme Unction, are not to 
be counted for Sacraments of the Gospel, being such as have grown 
partly of the corrupt following of the Apostles, partly are states of 
life allowed in the Scriptures; but yet have not like nature of Sacra- 


* The Twenty-first of the former Articles is omitted ; because it is partly of a local and clyil 
nature, and is provided for, as to the remaining parts of it, in other Articles, 
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ments with Baptism, and the Lord’s Supper, for that they have not 
any visible sign or ceremony ordained of God. 

The Sacraments were not ordained of Christ to be gazed upon, or 
to be carried about, but that we should duly use them. Andinsuch 
only as worthily receive the same, they have a wholesome effect or 
operation : but they that receive them unworthily, purchase to them- 
selves damnation, as Saint Paul saith. 


ArT. XXVI. Of the Unworthiness of the Ministers, which hinders not 
the effect of the Sacraments. 


SAP CROUCH in the visible Church the evil be ever mingled with 

the good, and sometimes the evil have chief authority in the 
Ministration of the Word and Sacraments, yet forasmuch as they do 
not the same in their own name, but in Christ’s, and do minister by 
his commission and authority, we may use their Ministry, both in 
hearing the Word of God, and in receiving the Sacraments. Neither 
is the effect of Christ’s ordinance taken away by their wickedness, 
nor the grace of God’s gifts diminished from such as by faith, and 
rightly, do receive the Sacraments ministered unto them; which be 
effectual, because of Christ’s institution and promise, although they - 
be ministered by evil men. 

Nevertheless, it appertaineth to the discipline of the Church, that 
inquiry be made of evil Ministers, and that they be accused by those 
that have knowledge of their offences; and asian being found guilty, 
by just judgment be deposed. 


Ant. XXVII. Of Baptism. 
APTISM isnot only a sign of profession, and mark of difference, 
whereby Christian men are discerned from others that be not 
christened, but it is also a sign of Regeneration or New-Birth, whereby, 
as by an instrument, they that receive Baptism rightly are grafted 
into the Church; the promises of the forgiveness of sin, and of our 
adoption to be the sons of God by the Holy Ghost, are visibly signed 
and sealed; Faith is confirmed, and Grace increased by virtue of 
prayer unto God. 

The Baptism of young Children is in any wise to be retained in the 

Church, as most agreeable with the institution of Christ. 


Art. XXVIII. Ofthe Lord’s Supper. 

pas Supper of the Lord is not only a sign of the love that Chris- 

tions ought to have among themselves one to another; but rather 
it is a Sacrament of our Redemption by Christ’s death: insomuch 
that to sych as rightly, worthily, and with faith, receive the same, 
the Bread which we break is a partaking of the Body of Christ; and 
likewise the Cup of Blessing is a partaking of the Blood of Christ. 

‘ 
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Transubstantiation (or the change of the substance of Bread and 
Wine) in the Supper of the Lord, cannot be proved by Holy Writ: 
but is repugnant to the plain words of Scripture, overthroweth the 
nature of a Sacrament, and hath given occasion to many super- 
stitions. : 

The Body of Christ is given, taken, and eaten, in the Supper, only 
after an heavenly and spiritual manner. And the mean whereby the 
Body of Christ is received and eaten in the Supper, is Faith. 

The Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was not by Christ’s ordinance 
reserved, carried about, lifted up, or worshipped. 


Art. XXIX. Of the Wicked, which eat not the Body of Christ in the use 
of the Lord’s Supper. 
HE Wicked, and such as be void of a lively faith, although they do 
carnally and visibly press with their teeth (as Saint Augustine . 
saith) the Sacrament of the Body and Blood of Christ; yet in no wise 
are they partakers of Christ: but rather, to their condemnation, do 
eat and drink the sign or Sacrament of so great a thing, 


Art, XXX. Of both Kinds. 


4 he Cup of the Lord is not to be Genied to the Lay-people: for 
both the parts of the Lord’s Sacrament, by Christ’s ordinance and 
commandment, ought to be ministered to all Christian men alike, 


ArT. XXXI. Of the one Oblation of Christ finished upon the Cross: 


fl Bes Offering of Christ once made is that perfect redemption, pro- 
pitiation, and satisfaction, for all the sins of the whole world, 
both original and actual; and there is none other satisfaction for sin, 
but that alone. Wherefore the sacrifices of Masses, in the which it 
was commonly said, that the Priest. did offer Christ for the quick and 
the dead, to have remission of pain or guilt, were blasphemous fables, 
and dangerous deceits. 


Art. XXXII. Of the Marriage of Priests. 


ISHOPS, Priests, and Deacons, are not commanded by God’s 
Law, either to vow the estate of single life, or to abstain from 
marriage: therefore it is lawful for them, as for all other Christian 
men, to marry at their own discretion, as they shall judge the same 
to serve better to godliness. 


Art. XXXIIJ. Of excommunicate Persons, how they are to be avoided. 
PAL person which by open denunciation of the Churoh is rightly 

cut off from the unity of the Church, and excommunicated, ought 
to be taken of the whole multitude of the faithful, as an Heathen and

Publican, until he be openly reconciled by penance, and received into 
the Church by a Judge that hath authority thereunto. 


ArT. XXXIV. Of the Traditions of the Church. 


T is not necessary that Traditions and Ceremonies be in all places 

one, or utterly like; for at all times they have been divers, and 
may be changed according to the diversity of countries, times, and 
men’s manners, so that nothing be ordained against God's Word. 
Whosoever, through his private judgment, willingly and purposely, 
doth openly break the Traditions and Ceremonies of the Church, 
which be not repugnant to the Word of God, and be ordained and 
approved by common authority, ought to be rebuked openly, (that 
others may fear to do the like,) as he that offendeth against the com- 
mon order of the Church, and hurteth the authority of the Magis- 
trate, and woundeth the consciences of the weak brethren. 
. Every particular or national Church hath authority to ordain, 
change, and abolish, Ceremcnies or Rites of the Church ordained 
only by man’s authority, so that all things be done to edifying. 


Arr. XXXV. Of the Homilies, 


HE Second Book of Homilies, the several titles whereof we have 

joined under this Article, doth contain a godly and wholesome 
Doctrine, and necessary for these times, as doth the former Book of 
Homilies, which were set forth in the time of Edward the Sixth; and 
therefore we judge them to be read in Churches by the Ministers, 
diligently and distinctly, that they may be understanded of the 
people.

Books ot Homilies to be an explication of Christian doctrine, andin- 
structive in piety and morals. But all references to the constitution 
and laws of England are considered as inapplicable to the circum- 
stances of this Church; which also suspends the order for the reading 
of said Homilies in churches, until a revision of them may be con- 
veniently made, for the clearing of them, as wellfrom obsolete words 
and phrases, as from the local references. } 


* Arr. XXXVI. Of Consecration of Bishops and Ministers. 


HE Book of Consecration of Bishops,and Ordering of Priests and 

Deacons, as set forth by the General Convention of this Church 

in 1792, doth contain all things necessary to such Consecration and 

Ordering ; neither hath it any thing that, of itself, is superstitious 

and ungodly. And, therefore, whosoever are consecrated or ordered 

according to said Form, we decree all such to be rightly, orderly, and 
lawfully consecrated and ordered. 


Art. XXXVII. Of the Power of the Civil Magistrates, 
HE Power of the Civil Magistrate extendeth to all men, as well 
Clergy as Laity, in all things temporal ; but hath no authority in 
things purely spiritual, And we hold it to be the duty of all men 
who are professors of the Gospel, to pay respectful obedience to the 
Civil Authority, regularly and legitimately constituted. 


Art. XXXVIII. Of Christian Men’s Goods, which are not common. 


EES Riches and Goods of Christians are not common, as touching 
the right, title, and possession of the same; as certain Anabaptists 
do falsely boast. Notwithstanding, every man ought, of such things 
as he possesseth, liberally to give alms to the poor, according to his 
ability. 
Art. XXXIX. Ofa Christian Man’s Oath. 
AS we confess that vain and rash Swearing is forbidden Christian 
men by our Lord Jesus Christ, and James his Apostle, so we 
judge, that Christian Religion doth not prohibit, but that aman may 
swear when the Magistrate requireth, in a cause of faith and charity, 
so it be done according to the Prophet’s teaching, in justice, judgment, 
and truth.
